A strategic plan prepared by 
the Virginia Beach Criminal 
Justice Board that will help the 
city deal with issues arising from 
probation reform is being used as 
a model for other localities by 
the Commonwealth of Virginia. 

The plan required by the 
Comprehensive Community 
Corrections Act for Local 
Responsible offenders and the 
Pre-Trial Services Act will be 
used by the Department of 
Criminal Justice Services 
(DCJS) as a basis for providing 
combined PSA and CCCA grants 
(over a half million dollars) to 
localities. 

The board is also recom- 
mending allocations of $297,199 
in new federal Local Law 
Enforcement Block Grant funds 



Council acts on recommendations 



for programs identified in the 
plan. 

City council will act on the 
recommendations next Tuesday. 
Included are: 

■ S10,000 for the community 
services board to study the cost 
of implementing a drug court. 

■ $12,400 for the sheriffs 
office for a multi-media projector 
and notebook computer. 

■ $72,000 for the sheriffs 
office for supplementary paddy 
wagons. 

■ $203,199 for the police 
department for video 
teleconferencing between the 
police department and 
magistrate's office with 
consideration being given to 
future expansion of the system to 
include courts and the sheriffs 



office. 

The video system will save the 
time, and expense, of 
transporting charged individuals 
to the magistrate. 

In presenting the strategic plan 
to council at a workshop 
Tuesday, Robert R. Matthias, 
assistant to the city manager who 
served as chairman of the 
VBCJB — the board is composed 
of judges and representatives of 
other related age ncies — said 
that the thrust of the plan is to 
find alternatives to jail and to 
focus on prevention. 

With probation reform adding a 
burden to jails, the more 
expensive alternative, Matthias 
said that more effective, and less 
expensive, measures could be 
taken. For instance, instead of 



putting substance abuse violators 
in jail, they should be given 
treatment. 

Among the recommendations in 
the plan are studies of a day 
reporting center, an adult 
detention center, a resideniial 
treatment center, and an 
alternative high school. 

Also to be studied are an 
expansion of the electronic 
monitoring program and the use 
of community service in lieu of 
jail time. 

Included in the plan is a listing 
of groups and agencies having 
contact with the criminal justice 
system, the first time'such an 
index has been put together, said 
Matthias. 

Mayor Meyera Oberndorf said 
that the plan presents an 
"exciting opportunity to take 
stock of what we're doing."

government is offering $100 
million to the states that can 
come up with a solution that 
wtaks. 

Virginia Beach citizens 
gathered for a town meeting last 
week to see if they could devise 
a plan to reduce the number of 
babies bom to single mothers. 

The most recent statistics, 
gathered from 1995, showed 



nearly one quarter of all live 
births in Virginia Beach were to 
unmarried women. This runs 
about even with statistics for the 
state of Virginia. 

The meeting, a combined effort 
d the Virginia Beach 
departments of Social Services 
and Public Health and 
councilwoman Louisa Strayhom, 
included a wealth of information 
about the problem as well as a 
forum to discuss solutions. 

"We're' here "Because we're 
interested in reducing the number 
of unwed births," explained 
Daniel Stone, director of Virginia 
Beach Department of Social 
Services. "It's a statewide 
initiative. We want to do what 
we can." 

Stone cited several statistics of 
children bom out of wedlock 
including: 

■ Higher risk of low birUi 
weight; 

■ More likely to experience 
child abuse and neglect; 

■ More likely to have lower 
educational aspirations; 

■ Have a greater likelihood of 
becoming teenage parents; and, 

■ Are three times more likely 
to be on Welfare when they grow 
up. 

"We want the church 
coinmunity and various 
community groups to come 
together and fashion an approach 
to help reduce the number of out- 
of-wedlock birdis," said Stone.

We should not forget our declaration: Justification for rebellion 



Virginia-bom democracy

"All men are created equal and 
they are endowed by their 
Creator with certain inalienable 
rights. Among those are life, 
liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness." 

• No more powerful, 
revolutionary and self-evident 
truths have ever been written in 
political discourse. Two-hundred 
twenty-one yeacs ago, ViigiBian 
Thomas Jefferson, borrowing from 
ideas written by fellow Virginian 
George Mason, wrote these words 
in the Declaration of 
Independence. They inspired a 
nation that was to be liberated by 
Virginian George Washington. 

One of the first and now oldest 
democracies in the world was 
then created out of the 
Constitution, drafted by Virginian 
James Madison. Virginians gave 
birth to a nation. 

Some of the Founding Fathers 
wrote of how they believed that 
America would one day stretch 
from sea to shining sea. But did 
they ever dream that their ideas 
of freedom, liberty and human 
rights would sweep the globe? 

These are the ideas 
Virginians 
delivered to the 
world in 1776. 
These are the 
ideals that the 
sons and daughters 
of Virginia fought 
and died for. 

In their day, the Founders 
looked out across the seas and 
saw that almost without 
exception, every land under the 
sun was ruled by a dictator. 
Despotism ruled the day in the 
form of kings and dictators. Until 
America came on the scene, men 
were servants to a governing 
class and had no say. 

Today the ideas of those 
famous Virginians have helped 
the peaceful people power 
revolutions that have overthrown 
cruel and corrupt dictators like 
Ferdinand Marcos in the 
Philippines and knocked down 
the Iron Curtain that divided 
Europe into the free and the 
slaves. 

For the first time in human 
history, more people live in 
freedom in democracies than 
under the tyranny of one man 
rule. 

The revolutionary idea that 
Virginians have brought to the 
wOTld is that people are not bom 
to the world to serve to serve a 
governing class. Individuals have 
certain God-given rights 



including freedom to speak their 
minds, choose their own 
professions, live where they want 
to and worship their God in 
peace. 

These are the ideas Virginians 
delivered to the world in 1776. 
These are the ideals that the sons 
and daughters of Virginia fought 
and died for on the beaches of 
Normandy, the mountains of 
Korea and the swamps of 

Vietnam. 

Virginia-born democracy is 
important for the world in another 
way. Democracies live in peace. 
In all of history there is no case 
in which a government, elected 
and accountable to all of its 
citizens, started a war with 
another democracy. The lesson is 
clear; if you want world peace, 
than work to promote democracy 
across the world. 

The world is becoming a safer 
place with the fall of 
Communism in Europe. The 
possibility of a nuclear war with 
Russia is now unimaginable. The 
question of the day now is just 
how fast can Russia be absorbed 
into the family of western 
democratic nations. I was on the 
lawn at the University of Virginia 
in 1993 when Mikhail Gorbachev 
spoke of his admiration of 
Jefferson. These were not hollow 
wwds. 

However, the freedom spoken 
of by Jefferson and Madison has 
not reached one-quarter of 
humanity. As I write, the British 
flag is being lowered over Hong 
Kong. The Communist 
government of China is taking 
over, a government that rejects 
Virginia's notions of human 
freedom. 

As I watch the Chinese troops 
roll into Hong Kong, I am 
reminded of 1989 when I saw 
Chinese \ioops march in 
Tienanmeii Square. I was at 
Tienaiimen just a month after the 
massacre of thousands of students 
by the Chinese army. I saw the 
bullet holes in the walls where 
helpless demonstrators had been 
gunned down. I felt the torn up 
concrete where tanks ground the 
demonstrators banners into the 
lavement. 

As a helmeted soldier turned 
me away from the Square at 
bayonet point, I realized that 
dictatorship was still alive and 
well. 

On this Fourth of July, we 
should celebrate the freedom and 
liberty that a group of Virginians 
helped create in a comer of the 
east coast of North America in 
1776. We should also remember 
the sacrifices of those Virginians 
who fought and died to bring that 
democracy to the world. 

Let us rededicate ourselves to 
the cause of liberty and maintain 
vigilance against new tyrants 
who would threaten peace and 
freedom. Virginians, our work is 
not yet done. 




Out in 
Left Field 



If most Americans associate Inde- 
pendence Day — the Fourth of July 

— with the signing of the Declara- 
tion of Independence, they are sim- 
ply mistaken. 

Although the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence 
was ap- 
proved by 
the Conti- 
nraital Con- 
gress on 
July 4, 
1776, it 

was not 

signed by 
most of the 
56 del- 
egates in 
Philadel- 
phia until 
Aug. 2,

later. 
It seems that it took the delegates 
almost a month to "put it in writing." 
Many Americans are probably just 
as uncertain about what the great 
documentactually states. Afewyears 
after we graduate from high school or 
college the issues of importance 
sometimes begin to fade from 
memory. 

After five or six years, all that we 
can remember of the Declaration of 
Independence are a few key phrases 

— "all men are created equal" and 
"life, liberty and the pursuit of happi- 
ness." If our citizenry loses track of 
why the colonies sought indepen- 
dence, the government will indubita- 
bly lose focus too. That is the real 
danger. 

On Independence Day (Fourth of 
July), reviewing the contents of the 
Declaration of Independence might 
be an appropriate way of reinforcing 
our political h^tage and refocusing 
our attention on matters of prime 
national interest. 

The philosophical basis of the Dec- 
laration of Independence comes from 
two principles on which democracies 
are founcted. First, the government 
exists for the good of the people, not 
their rulers, and seccmd, when a gov- 
ernment resorts lo unjustifiable use 
of power, the people have a right to 
overturn that government. 

Generally, scholars and students 
of America History divide this his- 
twic document into four parts: The 
Preamble, A Declaration of Rights, 
A Bill of Indictment, and A State- 
ment of IndependCTCc. 

The first paragraph of the Declara- 
tion of Independence is called The 
n^amble and explains the reason that 
the Continental Congress decided to 
draft the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence. 

Congress, apparently very image 
conscious, wanted the world to know 
their motive in "de«>lving ttie politi- 
cal bonds" which attached them to 
England. They wantedloberegard^ 
as "good guys" and not rebels. 

In the secmd section of The Decla- 
ration of Independence, A Declara- 
tion of Rights was made. Congress 
believrf that it was very clear that 
"all men are created equal" arKl have 



"certain unalienablerights"thatcan't 
be denied them. This trinity of rights 
includes "Ufe, liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness." 

For example, the right to life meant 
that everyone has the right to defend 
themselves against bodily attack as 
well as unfair govemmentaction. As 
far as the right to liberty was con- 
cerned, that covered the right to reli- 
gious freedom, to criticize the gov- 
ernment, and to establish a govern- 
ment that protects those fi-eedoms. 

The "pursuit of happiness" pro- 

. teclad Ihexigiht to ow n and ke^ pcop- 

erty as well as the responsibility to 
struggle for the benefit of all people. 
In the third part of the Declaration 
of Independence, A Bill of Indict- 
ment, the Congress explained that

the "patient sufferance" of the colo- 
nies had been exhausted until the 
only recourse was to replace the abu- 
sive government of King George III. 

This portion of the document listed 
the specific indignities and injuries 
that the King of Great Britain had 
repeatedly and unjusdy inflicted upon 
the colonial states. It was intended to 
make an impression and did. No less 
than 14 separate charges are stated. 

Most notably: 

"He has plundered our seas, rav- 
aged our coasts, burnt our towns, 
anddestroyedthelivesof our people." 

And if those evil deeds weren't 
enough justification: 

"For imposing taxes upon us with- 
out our consent." 

The coup de grace had to be: 

"He is at this time transporting 
large armies of foreign mercenaries 
to compleat the works of death, deso- 
lation, and tyranny, already begun 
with circumstances of cruelty and 



perfidy scarcelyparalleledin the most 
barbarous ages, and totally unwor- 
thy the head of a civilized nation. 

In addition to the charges stated in 
the preceding paragraphs, there are 
1 1 others. The intent of this Bill of 
Indictment was, obviously, to pw- 
tray George III as a heavy-handed 
tyrant and justify the rebellion to the 
rest of the world. World approval 
was inoortant — French support. 

The fourth and final part of the 
Declaration of Indepradence is A 
Statement of Independence in which 
the Continental Congress made it 
clear that they have "petitioned for 
redress in the most humble terms." 

They pointed out that not only have 
they been ignored by the king but 
have been subjected to worse abuses 
by him. Even a{^)ealing to the people 
of England has not alleviated the con- 
cerns of the Continental Congress. 

Therefore, as representatives of the 
United States of America, they de- 
clared that the "united colonies" are 
free and independent states with all 
the rights of a sovereign nation. 

The final paragraph of the Decla- 
ration of Independence states: 

"Aruifor the support of this decla- 
ration, with a firm reliance on the 
protection of divine Providence, we 
mutually pledge to each other our 
lives, our fortunes and our sacred 
honor." 

Of course, the members of the 
Continental Congress hoped that God 
would offer protection to their risky 
endeavor. And they were willing to 
bet everything they had on indepen- 
dence — everything. No wonder it 
took almost a month to get around to 
signing this vital document. 

Had the American Revolution 
failed The Virginia signers of the 
Declaration of Independent* — Ben- 
jamin Harrison, Thomas Jefferson, 
Francis Lightfoot Lee, Richard Henry 
Lee, Thomas Nelson Jr. and George 
Wythe — would have been swinging 
from the gallows in Williamsburg. 
They would have been condemned as 
traitors and punished for their deeds. 

As fate would have it, they are 
remembered as patriots. There is 
absolutely nothinc q"iitf« like good 
fortune or — if you wish — divine 
intovention. 

But then there's nothing quite like 
the United Stales of Amoica either.

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Beach fishes for 
bite of angling

Fishing is a multi-million dollar 
industry and has the largest impact 
on the state ecoiomy. It is estimated 
that in Virginia Beach alone, more 
than 300,000 fishennen a year expe- 
rience the 
challenge of 
trying to 
catt;hthe"big 
one. 

Whether it 
be from the 
shore, the 
pieroraboat, 
casting a line 
into the wa- 
ter in hopes 
of catching a 
fish is a 
multi-faceted 
pastime for 
manyvisit(»s 
and locals 
alike. 

From the 
earliest days, 
prior to the 
English settle- 
ment in the New World, small bands 
of nomadic hunters roamed the area 
and supplemented their diet of game, 
plants and berries with the fish caught 
from the Chesapeake Bay and its 
tributary waters. 

Today, fishermen, whether it be 
ccmmercial, sport, fresh or salt water 
fishing, not only supplement their 
regular diet with fish they catch, but 
some like to exhibit their well fought 
trophies. 

Today, sport fishing, even more so 
than commercial fishing, is a profit- 
able and oijoyableundaiaking.From 
the first of May to the middle of 
October, peq)le pay to fish from Head 
Boats (so named because they are 
charged per person or per "head"), 
Charter Boats (usually six people to a 
boat); rental boats varying in size and 
of course privately owned boats. It is 
even estimated that 30,000 people 
pay to watch whales or dolphins. 

In 1967, the first big boat sailed 
through Rudee Inlet and it is now the 
most used ocean inlet on the East 
Coast, annually plied by thousands 
of boats, many over 60-feet. 

Sport fishing peq}le and boats com- 
ing through this inlet, chase marlin, 
sailfish, tuna, wahoo, dolphin, am- 
berjack and other grandiose gladitors 
out on the awesome Atlantic Ocean, 
while the head boats fish for biuefish, 
Spanish mackerel, speckled trout, 
spadefish, sea bass, croaker, spot, 
tartoug and sheepshead. Marinas at 
Rudee Inlet include the Virginia 
Beach Fishing Center, the Inlet Sta- 
tion Marina and Fisherman's Wharf 
Marina. 

Lynnhaven Inlet, just a few miles 
inside the Ches£q)eake Bay entrance, 
harbors oneof the best populationsof 
speckled trout on the coast. 
Lynnhaven Seafood Marina and 
Bubba's Marina offers head boat and 
charter boat fishing. 

The fishing season begins late 
March, sometimes in February when 
hordes of comm(Mi or "Boston" mack- 
erel show up 10 to 15 miles off the 
resOTt strip. 

Last April found big biuefish in 
this same area. Not long afterwards, 
yellowfin tuna show along the edge 
of the Continental Shelf with tautog 



and sea bass biting over coastal 
wrecks. 

The off-shore, big-game season 
starts in earnest in late June when bill 
fish begin to prowl the shelf between 
the Cigar and Norfolk Canyons. Dol- 
phui are also around with both sea- 
sons running into October but peak- 
ing in August and September. 

Bluefin tuna are usually 20 to 50 
miles off shore in June widi a sea- 
sonal peak in July. This is also when 
fishing peaks in these same areas for 
giant shades. 

Amberjack show around coastal 
wrecks and towers in June, lingering 
until early October. In August and 
September, splendid numbers of co- 
bia can befoundaroundcoastal buoys, 
including the sn-ing of "CB" buoys 
leading into the Chesapeake Bay. 

King mackerel appears in near- 
shore waters in mid-summer, linger- 
ing through September. Small gray 
trout, get the inshore season started in 
May. 

By the end of June, boats saihng 
from Lynnhaven Inlet begin target- 
ing small spot and croaker. Some of 
the better hauls are made along the 
bridge tunnel. 

Cioakernumbers begin to thin with 
the first cool northeast blow of late 
August or early September. Spot 
reach a peak at this time, when the 
season's biggest fish called "yellow- 
bellies" are caught. Speckled trout 
catches in Lynnhaven and Rudee in- 
crease in September and October and 
can peak in early November. Also an 
upswing in tautog and sea bass action 
over coastal wrecks happens at this 
season. To be continued next week.

"Volunteerism" is the buzzword these 
days on campuses across the nation. 
Virginia Wesleyan is no exception. 

On Tuesday, the college launched a new 
community service initiative staffed by 
part-time director Diane E. Hotaling and 
students. No stranger to the campus, 
Hotaling has served as Virginia Wesleyan's 
publications director since joining the 
college in 1985. 

"When (President) Billy Greer first came 
here in '92 and was installed in '93, one of 
his points to accomplish was getting serious 
about community service. He was well 
aware that we as a community were 
engaged in outreach efforts from the 
students to the faculty and staff. He wanted 
some way to pull all that together and make 
it visible," she said. 

The result is an office devoted to 
developing and coordinating extracurricular 
volunteer opportunities for the school's 
1,460 students. 

Hotaling will assist students and staff 
already engaged in outreach efforts. She'll 
develop a database of Virginia Wesleyan's 
existing service projects and create a 
referral program/volunteer clearinghouse. On 
campus she'll also increase awareness of 
community service opportunities. 

While she admits the job will be a 
challenge, Hotaling has a firsthand 
familiarity with volunteer woric. 

She was responsible for the Virginia 
Wesleyan Neighbors Program from 1987 to 
1993 and is active in Adopt-A-School at 
Newtown Road Elementary, Pipeline to the 
Community with B.F. Williams Elementary 
and the Lake Edward Community 
Partnership. In 1993, she coordinated an 
enrichment program for Newtown Road fifth 
graders called Rising Stars for which the 
college received the Governor's Award for 
Volunteering Excellence. 

While she'll continue in publications woik 
as editor of the college magazine, Hotaling 
thinks the two jobs will complement each 
other. 

"I'd like to think that one will inform the 
the other and make the odier stronger — be 
closer with the students," she said. "Story 
ideas will flow and there will be more 
energy." 

She foresees establishing a strcmg 
volunteer base as an easy task because "our 
soidents respond well to need." 

But focusing resources — those students 

— will be the challenge. 
"There are so many needs for volunteers. 

Theliiairaestmwig \^ lie ffectding whether 
to focus on a particular program or 
programs. Getting a handle on that will be 
the first order of business." 

Hotaling will utilize her ties with Virginia 
Campus Opportunity Outreach League for a 
helping hand. 

"This is a whole different way of looking 
at things." she said. "The goal for the 
college is to have all its students engaged 
in community service before they graduate 

— and more than once if they can. So we 
need to join their interests, concerns and 
career aspirations with the needs of the 
community." 

The. establishment of a volunteerism 
office, made possible through a $250,000 
Birdsong Community Service Endowment, 
comes at a good time. 

According to Hotaling, Virginia Wesleyan 
students are already actively involved in 
such programs as Habitat for Humanity. The 
new office, which received a passenger van 
from R.K. Chevrolet for community service 
use, will focus such efforts. 

"The office will allow me to help teing 
recognition to what the students afready 
do," she said. 

"And at some point we will begin 
entertaining discussion of mandatory sovice 
as a requirement for graduation — or we 
may not. But I'm very optimistic because so 
many of our students are already engaged in 
service. If, in fact, they are already doing it, 
there is either a need to implement the 
requirement and it won't be any skin off 
their back. Or, there's no need to do it at all 
because they're already doing it." 

A graduate of Utica College of Syracuse 
University, Hotaling is a board member fa 
Lee's Friends and was 1996-97 vice 
president of the B.F. Williams Elementary 
School PTA. She was founding chairperson 
of the Third Police Precinct's Citizens' 
Advisory Committee and served as an 
Aragona-Pembroke Little League assistant 
coach. 

In 1993, Hotaling received the You Make 
A Difference Award from the Virginia 
Beach CARE Committee and the Respect 
for Law Commendation from the Bayside 
Optimist Club.

public awareness program to 
inform and enhance appreciation 
of small-business contributions to 
the American way of life and the 
problems facing independent 
business owners. 

As part of that kickoff, NFIB 
presented lawmakers with 
certificates thanking them for 
supporting small business. 

"Rep. Sisisky knows all that 
small business does for this 
country," NFIB President Jack 
Faris said. 

"This program points out the 
role small business plays in both 
the national economy and the 
quality of life in local 
communities. But is also 
emphasizes to lawmakers that 
certain legislation and 
regulations can threaten the 
profitability — indeed the 
survival — of small firms 
everywhere.

Louis O. Tonelson, principal of 
Kempsville High School, and 
Timothy R. Albert, assistant 
principal at Ocean Lakes High 
School, have been named 1997-

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Noted author Stirs spooky spirits at Kempsville Library

Everyone loves ghost stories. 

No man alive knows more 
about the ghosts of the Old 
Dominion than Williamsburg 
author L.B. Taylor Jr., who was 
on hand at the Kempsville 
Library last week to share his 
tales as part of the Summer 
Reading Club program. 

The library's large conference 
room was packed to capacity 
with every seat occupied by a 
warm body — well, at least a 
body. 

And it was as quiet — very 
quiet — as a churchyard at 
midnight. No one moved. 

Taylor held the crowd 
spellbound as he related 
experiences, told stories and 
showed slides. 

Youthful jaws hung down in 
astonishment and young eyes 
bulged in amazement as Taylor 
mesmerized children and adults 
with his tales of the supernatural. 

After the program, Taylor 
patiently listened to patrons' 
questions and made a sincere 
attempt to answer the ones that 
he could. 

What are ghosts? Taylor has 
tried to answer that question 
before. 

"Well," he said, "People have 
been trying to define that for 
4,000 or 5,000 years." 

Taylor explained that the most 
common defmition of a ghost is 
"the spirit of a person that has 
died tragically and/or 
traumatically but is unaware of 
his or her death." 

Taylor is comfortable with most 
definitions of "ghost" because he 
doesn't believe anyone really 
knows exactly what a ghost is. 

He believes that "ghosts exist 
in a dimension unknown to us." 

He adds,"It's still one of those 
subjects that is kind of 
mysterious." 

Residents lose 
fight against 
commercial zone

An 8-2 city council vote 
Ttfe*day defeated residents' 
efforts to keep more commercial 
development out of their 
community. 

Joseph Overholt, trustee for the 
Overholt Trust, was granted a 
conditional change of zoning 
district from R-10 residential 
district to conditional B-2 
community business district fw 
15 acres of property on the 
southwest corner of Lynnhaven 
parkway and Salem Road in the 
Kempsville Borough. 

Residents of nearby Bellamy 
Plantation wanted the property to 
remain suburban medium density 
residential use compatible with 
the comprehensive plan. 

However, the staff noted that 
the future of the intersection has 
changed with the improvement of 
Lynnhaven Parkway to a four- 
lane divided highway and the 
scheduled improvements to 
Salem Road over the next three 
years. 

Voting against the applicant 
were Mayor Meyera Obemdraf 
and councilwoman Reba 
McClanan. Councilman W.W. 
Harrison Jr. was absent. 

Rodney Voelker, representing 
the Ballamy Plantation civic 
League, said that the area has a 
large shopping center already. 

He said that several years ago, 
Bellamy Plantation was the 
Homerama Showpiece neigh- 
borhood and that the value of the 
home are in the area of a quarter 
of a million dollars. He claimed 
that history proves that once 
commercial property is put up 
against expensive homes, the 
value of the homes depreciates. 

He said that a possible 
widening of the Salem Canal 
would encroach further on the 
residential neighborhood. 

Since the large shopping center 
was built close to the 
neighborhood, he said, the 
residents have experience more 
flooding. He said that retention 
ponds, which are constructed to 
drain commercial property, are 
not sufficient, that vegetation 
grows and obstructs drainage. 

Angelique George, also a 
resident of Ballamy Plantation, 
said that U'ees will be ruined and 
that the commercial activities 
will attract rats. 

Planning Director Robert Scott 
said that the character of the 
neight>orhood is changing. The 
site is located at a major 
intersection and that he did not 
sec commercial activity lowering 
l»t)perty values. 



How did Taylor get involved 
with ghosts? 

Fifteen years ago, Simon and 
Schuster asked him to do a piece 
on haunted houses. 

"In doing research for that, I 
came across so much material in 
the state of Virginia that I 
thought was of interest both from 
a ghost lore and folklorean- 
historical standpoint 1 decided 
that I'd like to preserve some of 
it," he recalled. 

"So 1 did this little book Ghosts 
of Williamsburg after getting 
Colonial Williamsburg to agree 
to sell it at their outlets," Taylor 
added.

"And my editors thought I was 
crazy because they said regional 
books don't sell," Taylor 
remembered. 

"But it's 'Ghosts of 
Williamsburg' in its 19th printing 
now..." Taylor smiled. 

"And it just kind of grew. As 1 
did more and more books, more 
and more people called or 
wrote," Taylor noted. 

"When I gave talks someone 
would invariably come up and 
say 'have you heard about?' 
something that I hadn't heard 
about," he said. 

"When I did 'Ghosts of 
Virginia' [first volume], I covered 



all the material that I had," 
Taylor said. "1 thought that 1 was 
through." 

Others called Taylor and sent 
stories to him which generated 
additional books such as "Civil 
War Ghosts of Virginia," "The 
Ghosts of Tidewater," "The 
Ghosts of Richmond" and 
"Ghosts of Fredericksburg." 

What about Taylor's favorite 
ghost story? Taylor tries to "seek 
out the unusual phenomenon." 

He explains, "As a writer, you 
can only write about so many 
footsteps. 

"So what I try is either 
something historical or different 
manifestations," he noted. 

"One of them that is unusual is 
about a lady here in Virginia 
Beach that called me a few years 
ago," he began. 

"She had this long-standing, 
very sensitive relationship with 
this man who found out that he 
was dying of cancer," he 
continued. 

"He told her that he would try 
to communicate in any way that 
he could after he died," said 
Taylor. Soon the man expired. 

"Because the man had been 
such a charismatic character, she 
wanted to write a book about him 
and their life together. She was 
talking into a tape recorder one 
day taking notes, and she got to a 
point where she couldn't 
remember the facts. 

The tape went blank for about 
30 seconds. Then she went on. A 
little later, she was playing the 
tape back, and when it got to the 
part that had been blank, his 
voice filled in the facts she 
couldn't remember. 

"She played that tape for me 
and [pause] I'd say it was pretty 
eerie," said Taylor. "I couldn't 
scientifically verify it, but it 
sounded very weird." 

Almost all of the people that 
Taylor has interviewed as far as

he knows have no reason to 
falsify anything. "I'm convinced 
of their sincerity," he insisted. 

Which Virginia houses are the 
most haunted? 

"There are a couple of houses," 
Taylor recollects, "where you 
have a lot of different types of 
phenomena occur which is a 
little unusual." 

He says, "Most places you 
either have a sighting or you hear 
sounds...or something." 

"There's a place in Urbanna 
called — it's a bed and breakfast 
now — Hewick Plantation," 
Taylor gave as an example of a 



house where a number of unusual 
phenomena tend to occur. 

"South of Richmond, Hall 
Branch Plantation was built in 
1799. There they've had such a 
variety of things occur. 

"They've had sounds, they've 
had sightings, and they've had 
smells," he cited as examples. 
"They've had everything under 
the sun that you can imagine," he 
added. 

Because there were so many 
different forms of phenomena 
manifested at both Hewick and 
Hall Branch, Taylor believes that 
several spirits might be involved 



in each case. 

"1 would say that they are two 
of the most haunted houses," he 
concluded. 

Does Virginia have more ghosts 
and more ghosts stories than 
other states? 

"Yes, definitely," said Taylor 
without hesitation. "Probably 
more so than anywhere, except iif 
you included all of New 
England," he claimed. 

Why? 

"Because there are so many old 
houses in Virginia and so much 
has happened here — so much 
tragedy, trauma," contends 
Taylor. 

"Most of the Civil War battles 
were fought here. All of which 
are supposed to be spawning 
grounds for ghosts," he asserted. 

Why are folks so fascinated 
with ghost stories? 

Taylor thinks, "It's a carryover 
from the days of our youth when 
that used to be one of the great 
forms of entertainment." 

"People would tell ghost stories 
at night, and its part of our 
folklorean heritage," Taylor 
recalls. "People like scary-type 
things. R.L. Stein and his Goose 
Bumps series is obvious proof of 
that," he said by way of 
illustration. 

"And, in this case, combining 
some of the state's history with 
the lore, I think, is a good way 
for people to learn history," 
Taylor contended. 

Has Taylor ever seen, heard ot 
experienced a ghost? He never 
has. 

"I'm still trying — or waiting." 
he said. "I've been scared a 
couple times," he admits frankly. 

As for actually experiencing a 
ghost, Taylor maintained that he 
would definitely welcome an 
encounter with a spirit. 

However, he admitted, "I don't 
know how I'd react personally, 
but I sure would look forward to 
it."

been unsuccessful. Some 
speculate that those flowers, 
the last substantial growth of 
native American lotuses, died 
due to increased salinity levels 
in the water, while others 
suspect runoff from nearby 
development, but these 
theories remain unprovai. 

The church members and 
members of the Cape Henry 
Women's' Club, which owns 
the Lotus Gardens, still 
celebrate their memory each 
July with a luncheon, (^n to 
the public, at the Sandbridge 
Road church. Now Ann swvcs 
as Lotus Festival chairman, a 
position she's held for the past 
several years. 

Henley's filed battered 
notebooks, dating back at least 
to the 1970s, where the ladies 
of Tabernacle Church neatly 
recorded the types and amounts 
of food served at each 
luncheon and how much profit 
was made for the church. 

She's been consulting these 
books regular lately because it 
takes a lot of preparation to 
gear up for the 43rd annual 
lotus luncheon, scheduled this 
year for Wednesday, July 16 
from 1 1 a.m to 2 p.m. 

This year, the church ladies 
promise to dish up the 
traditional fare that they've 
been serving to the public all 
of these years. The menu 
includes ham or chicken salad, 
potato salad, string beans, com 
or stewed tomatoes, home 
desserts and tea or coffee. 

The event also includes an 
outdoor bazaar where church 
members sell homebaked 
goods, pickles, jellies and 
produce. It lakes hours of work 
and donations from all church 
members to prepare for the 
festival, and the items 
available for sale vary a little 
from year to year depending on 
what kind of growing season 
it's been, Ann said. 

"This year it's been so dry 
that I'm afraid we won't have 
much produce to sell so we 
really need all of the 
homebaked goods we can get 
And they always sell real well 
because people don't have time 
to bake anymore." Henley also 
predicts that there will be lots 
of strawberry jams and jellies 
this year because of the long, 
productive strawberry seascm. 

The 100 pounds of ham and 
chicken salad, made Enxn 
about 60 chickens, are 
prepared ahead of time, and 
the church members are 
assigned vegetables to bring to 
the event. 
"Each year I stand in the 



church and pass out the food 
cards, and everyone says 
'What's coming up now that 
Ann wants us to cook for?' 1 
always have to be the bad one 
who passes out the food cards," 
she said laughingly. 

Most of the church members 
prepare the same vegetables, 
using their own recipes, each 
year. 

"But if we have new people 
working we give them recipe 
caixis" so that they'll know how 
to properly prepare the food, 
she added. 

The festival sometime 
attracts tourists en route to 
Sandbridge, and Henley says

the newcomers are usually 
surprised by the traditional 
Princess Anne County food. 

"They don't know how to 
season food to make it taste 
the way we make it," she said. 
"Things like stewed com 
they're surprised by. It's not 
hard to make, it's basically a 
sugar-water-flour mixture, but 
they've never seen it and 
they're used to canned com 
that they just pour in a pan and 
heat up." 

Of course, the locals who 
attend the luncheon don't come 
with the expectations of being 
soA^ed canned produce. 

They know that the com, 
tomatoes and other produce 
were grown in the church 
members' backyard gardens 
and fields, and it may be the 
combination of fresh 
vegetables and homebaked 
deserts that keep so many 
coming back each year. 

About 350 people attend the 
festival, many of whom are 
retired people, city workers "or 
locals from other churches 
down the county," Ann said. 

"We sec a lot of people we 
recognize each year," she said. 
"We do take-outs, and we get a 
lot of orders from the people 



who work at the courUiouse. 
And one man who lives up in 
the Washington area comes 
back each year. He vacations 
at Sandbridge and he always 
takes his vacation during the 
festival." 

The church ladies have been 
cooking for the festival since 
the 1950s when membCTS of the 
Women's" Club, which began 
the festival in 1954 "asked the 
church to serve lunch for the 
festival," Henley said. In those 
early days, the members served 
daily for two weeks in tents 
underneath the trees on church 
grounds. 

"People then would cook and 
bring whatever they had to 
bring," Henley said, "and we 
were lucky if we served 30 
people a day." 

This year, Henley hopes to 
raise about $2,000 for the 
church, and she says the 
festival always goes smoothly 
although extremely hot weather 
can cut into profits a little. "If 
it's a real hot day some people 
just don't come out." she said, 
"but we always prepare a lot rf 
food because I'd rather have 
leftovers than run out." Unused 
food is usually donated to Hope 
Haven, she added. 

Some of the ladies who 
cooked for the festival in its 
early days will be on line, 
preparing and serving food 
again this year, but Henley 
worries a little about passing 
the torch to the younger 
generation. 

"Some of these older ones 
just really shouldn't be working 
anymore," she said, "and we're 
trying to get the younger 
people in." 

But this year, Ann expects 
everything to go off without a 
hitch, and she's agreed to share 
some of the recipes for both 
festival regulars or newcomers 
who'd like to try them at home. 
The chicken salad, she said, is 
prepared using church member 
Melva Riggs' recipe, and Cora 
Bonney donated the recipe fa 
stewed com. 

Chicken Salad 

1 whole chicken ' 
Kraft mayonnaise 
stalk of celery, finely cut 
salt and pepper to taste 

Cook the chicken in water 
until well done. Remove and 
let cool, them separate bones 
and skin from meat. Cut meat 
medium fine with a knife. 
Wash and cut celery medium 
fine, with equal parts celery 
and chicken.

marbleizing paper under the trees 
outside. The concept of 
marbleizing actually dates back 
to ancient times even before the 
Colonial period, said Brubaker. 

The paint the children used 
consisted of laundry starch and 
special marble color acrylic paint 
instead of the natural pigments 
the colonials would have used. 

During the Colonial period 
marbleizing was not a home 
craft, but rather a skill of the 
bookbinder. Marbleized paper 



was used on the inside of book 
flaps, especially legal 
documents. 

"It looks like you're tie-dying," 
said Rachel Scott, referring to 
the swirling patterns the feather 
and metal comb made in the 
paint that would soon decorate 
her bookmark. 

Stephanie Chapa, 10, and her 
brother Mickey, 9, of Virginia 
Beach were second-timers to the 
program. 

Stephanie's fondness for 
marbleizing was evident even 
during the sailboat decorating, 
session in the house parlor. 




"We should marbleize our 
sails," she exclaimed.

As part of his demonstration, 
Phelps let the children sample 
cornnuts and beef jerky, a 
modern day version of the 
parched corn -and jerky the 
hunters took with them while 
away for some three months.

Strayhorn explained the 
concept <rf Partners in 
Prevention, the focus of the 
meeting, to the audience. 

She described it as an 
incentive program that puts states 
in competition with each other to 
reduce the percentage of unwed 
births from July of 1997 through 
July of 1999. 

"The federal government will 
furnish $100 million to be divided 
by five states to find programs, 
ideas, whatever it is to find 
alternative to out-of-wedlock 
births without using abortion as a 
part of the solution," Strayhorn 
explained. 

These approaches can include 
marketing strategies, multiple 
programs, new legislation or a 
combination of all or some of 
these. 

She urged participants to be 
creative. 

"Our purpose ought to be, if this 
problem has been around as long 
as it has and we already have 
some programs to prevent this, 
let's find a way to come up with 
some new ideas for solutions," 
she said. 

In addition, communities who 
become partners will receive 
bonus points toward state- 
sponsored requests for proposals 
related to the prevention of out- 
of-wedlock births. 

"There are a lot of societal and 
family/health issues related to 
out-of-wedlock births," said 
Susan Dye, administrator at 
Pendleton Child Service Center. 

She said the Partners in 
Prevention program should be a 



priority "because the state of 
Virginia is urging all the 
localities to take part in this 
initiative, and we feel that there 
are some children that will 
experience some disadvantages 
and are therefore unable to fulfill 
their potential." 

The plan for the meeting was td 
get different groups of people 
together to not only contribute 
ideas, but become more educated 
about the growing problem. 

"We feel it's important to have 
a large amount of public 
awareness and knowledge about 
the issue," said Dye. 

Acconiing to statistics, nearly 
half of the single mothers who 
never married receive public 
assistance and or live below the 
poverty line. 

While recent Welfare reform 
suives to curb those numbers, the 
state and federal government 
continue to seek other 
alternatives through the Partners 
in Prevention initiative. 

Anna Pratt, Virginia Beach 
Department of Public Health 
nurse supervisor, reminded 
participants that statistics for the 
city of Virginia Beach run about 
even with the state of Virginia. 

The trend of out-of-wedlock 
births has been increasing, with 
27.000, or 29.2 percent of all 
births in the state of Virginia in 
1995, belonging to unwed 
mothers. 

In the next five years, she said, 
j?.000 incoming elementary 
school children will have been 
bon; out of wedlock.

Alliance hiring consultant to

$100,000, will be completed in 
four to five months. 

He said that the Alliance will 
also have five full-time people 
who will "hit the road" in this 
country and in other countries to 
bring new business to the area. It 
will have 12 full-time people on 
its staff.

Alliance has projected a budget 
of $11 million over five years 
with $6 million coming from the 
private sector ($5 million had 
been anticipated) and $5 million 
from the municipalities. 

The member municipalities in 
their current budgets have 
included a one dollar per capita 
allocation for the Alliance to 



raise the public sector's share of 
the cost of the program. 

Virginia Beach, as the largest

Agreemenlrs necessary for the 
development of the first 18-hole 
tournament course at Lake Ridge 
adopted Tuesday by city council 
left one councilmember looking 
ahead. To more, of course. 

Tournament Players Club 
(TPC) of Virginia Beach, which 
is building the course, also has 
the option to lease an additional 
200 acres for the development of 
a second course through Dec. 31, 
2002. 

After approving the documents 
related to the first course. Vice 
Mayor William D. Sessoms Jr. 
said, "Let's hope another course 
will be builL" 

Under terms of the agreement, 
the city will provide $3.51 million 
for office and drainage 
improvements, TPC will invest 
$3.5 million in equity capital, 
and TPC will secure a $4 to $6 
million additional construction 
loan. 

The project will include the 18- 
hole tournament course, a driving 
range, practice greens, bunkers 



and other practice facilities, a 
clubhouse, maintenance fa- 
cilities, parking area and related 
buildings and improvements to be 
licensed by PGA Tour, Inc. as a 
Tournament Players Club with a 
100-mile radius restriction. 

The quality will be consistent 
with TPC of Tampa Bay in 
Tampa and TPC at the Canyons 
in Las Vegas. Basic features will 
be approved by the Virginia 
Beach Development Authority. 

The project will be open to the 
public and operated year round 
with TPC to have the option to 
conduct the Nike Tour event. 

The course will be built on 200 
acres with TPC given the option 
to build another course on an 
additional 200 acres. 

At the end of the 40-year term 
of the lease, improvements 
become property of the city. 

The rent of $300,000 a year 
will be offset by all taxes- 
leasehold, admission, personal 
property, meal, business license, 
local portion of the state sales 
tax, etc.) generated by the 
project. 



City to study drug court

The city will spend $10,000 of 
a $267,839 in a Local Law 
Enforcement Block Grants 
Program set up to reduce crime 
and improve public safety, on a 
study to determine the feasibility 
of establishing a drug court in the 
city.

Sagging bulkheads prove 
problematic to beachgoers

Another summer season is in 
full swing at Sandbridge Beach 
— and beachgoers again have 
to contend with some of the 
same sagging, rusting 
bulkheads that that have 
plagued them since 1991. 

The Army Corps of Engineers 
say that these bulkheads have 
to go before next spring, when 
they're scheduled to begin the 
Sandbridge sand restoration 
project. 

The Corps will work with the 
city in a one-time emergency 
beach nourishment project 
aimed at replenishing sand on 
the badly-eroded beach. 

But corps officials say that 
they won't touch the project as 
long as the seven failing 
bulkheads remain. 

City officials agree that 
they're a problem, and have 
once again notified the 
property owners that they must 
repair or remove them. 

At low tide on a calm day, 
the bulkheads look innocuous. 
There are several yards of 
beach between them and the 



incoming waves, enough for a 
family of sunbathers to spread 
their towels. 

But when the tide changes 
it's a different story. The 
collapsing bulkheads are hard 
to see when they're covered by 
incoming waves and it's easy 
to imagine the potential danger 
to unsuspecting hikers or 
swimmers. 

That, a Corps spokesman 
said, is exactly why his agency 
won't begin work until the 
bulkheads are gone. 

"We were scheduled to begin 
work in Spring 1998, but the 
Corps won't go forward with the 
project and open bids on it if 
there are bulkheads there that 
poses safety hazard," said 
Brian Rheinhart, project 
manager. 

Phill Roehrs, city coastal 
engineer, agreed that it's 
possible a swimmer could 
become trapped in-between a 
wave and one of the bulkheads, 
which have sagged almost to 
beach-level. 

"That's exactly our reason for

Flynn finds solace with nature

Russell "False Cape" Flynn 
would be the first one to tell you 
that there is no such thing as a 
typical day at False Cape State 
Park in Virginia Beach. " 

There are just too many 
variables. 

Of course, that's what keeps 
Flynn coming back time after 
time, week after week, and 
season after season. 

The diversity of habitat — 
beach, dune and marsh — in 
Back Bay National Wildlife 
Refuge and adjacent False Cape 
State IVk is as phenomenal as is 
the variety of wildlife within their 
bcHmdaries. 

There is an abundance of wild 
birds. 

From the red-winged blackbirds 
to the snowy egrets, from the 
pilated plovers to the teown 
I^licans, and from the ospreys to 
the vultures the assortment is 
incredible yet something that 
might be expected in a marsh 
habitat. 
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Waste not, want not 

Feast or famine? Perhaps. But flood or 
drought more aptly describes Hampton 
Roads* water supply. 

This summer it's looking more and more like 
drought, with average rainfall significantly 
down and farmers at odds about the season's 
crops. Hampton Roads, it would seem, could 
well be faced with the adage "Water, water, 
everywhere, but nary a drop to drink," though 
bordered by the ocean and bay. 

That's not to say residents don't recognize 
the importance of this life-giving resource. In 
a 1995 local water conservation survey by 
Continental Research, area residents are 
generally aware of conservation issues. When 
asked about conserving water in their own 
communities, 60.5 percent of respondents 
felt that it is extremely important. 

Residents were also asked about specific 
water measures they employed in the 
previous year. Most people, 85.4 percent in 
the Southside, had checked their faucets and 
pipes for leaks, while 82 percent had checked 
their toilets. But installing or replacing a 
current toilet with an ultra-low flush model 
was less common, only 18.3 percent had done 
so in the past year. 

In response to common water conservation 
practices, 88.3 percent of residents waited to 
wash a full load of laundry, while 91.5 
percent said they avoided using the toilet as 
an ashtray or wastebasket. Less than a third, 
though, took baths instead of showers to save 
water. 

Of water shortage issues, 53.7 percent were 
aware of the Lake Gaston debate and water- 
supply problems facing Virginia Beach. Most 
residents had never heard of the Hampton 
Roads Water Efficiency Team (HRWET), which 
promotes water conservation. 

The tips they initially offered then are Just 
as important today as Hampton Roads faces 
another dry summer: 

■ Check toflets for leaks. Put food coloring 
in your tank and wait 10 minutes. If without 
flushing, colored water appears in the bowl, 
you have a leak. You may be wasting 100 
gallons a day. 

■ Replace old toilets with low- consumption 
toilets. Ultra-low flush toilets use no more 
than 1.6 gallons per flush. 

■ Use a wastebasket or ashtray instead of 
the toilet. Every cigarette or tissue flushed 
wastes from three and a half to seven gcdlons. 

■ Place a plastic bottle in the toilet tank. 
Put an inch of sand In a quart bottle to weigh 
It down. Fill the rest with water and put In 
the tank. 

■ Take shorter showers. Older showerheads 
use five to 10 gallons a minute. 

■ Install water- saving showerheads. 

■ Take baths Instead of showers. 

■ Turn off water while brushing teeth or 
shaving. 

■ Check pipes for leaks. A small drip can 
waste 50 gallons a day. 

■ Use dishwashers and washing machines 
only for full loads. 

■ Turn off water when cleaning vegetables. 
Rinse them in a sink half filled with clean 
water. 

■ Keep drinking water in the refrigerator. 
Stop the wasteful practice of running the tap 
to cool water. 

■ If washing dishes by hand, don't leave the 
water running. 

■ Check faucets for leaks that waste water 
24 hours a day. 

Following such rules isn't hard to do. In fact, 
Hampton Roads residents should be veterans 
by now. Remember, until water levels 
improve, every drop counts. — V.E.H.

Baptist Convention when they met in 
Atlanta and passed a resolution that 
"denounces racism, repudiates his- 
toric acts of evil such as slavoy and 
asks for forgiveness." 

I called it hypocritical and self- 
flagellation at the time. The resolu- 
tion had no substance and did not fool 
very many blacks. In fact, the Rev. 
Chfford Jones, president of the Gen- 
eral Baptist Convention in North 
Carolina, apredominaiely black Bap- 
tist denomination, said, "It is really 
an act of futility." 

What I resent mostly about resolu- 
tions passed by the Southern Baptist 
Convention is that those who do not 
know the difference believe that they 
speak for all Southern Baptists which 
is not the case. 

Not satisfied with the resolution 
made in Atlanta, they went on to 
appoint Jim Sibley as the Southern 
Baptist Convention's National Mis- 
sionary to the Jews. That action went 
over like a lead balloon with the Jews 
»id fortified the anti-Christian belief 
that all Christians want to force their 
beliefs on others. 

Now they have passed another reso- 
lution boycotting Disney because they 
don't like their movies and because 
they are showing a tolerance for gays 
and lesbians who work for them. 

If I did what the Southern Baptist 
Convention wanted me to do and 
isolate myself from any connection 
with gays and lesbians, 1 could never 
again be able to enjoy the wonderful 
music of George Gershwin, Cole 
Porter and Beethoven because they 
were gay. I could never read about 
Alexander die Great, the stories of 
Horatio Alger, the beautiful poems 
of Walt Whitman or Lord Byron. 
They were gay. 

The greatest artist of them all, 
Michelangelo, who painted scenes 
on the ceiling of the Sistine Chapel, 
was gay. 

Tliere are many other gays and 
lesbians who have contributed sig- 
nificantly to the fields of art, music, 
medicine, science and a multitude of 
other fields from which we benefit 
daily. If the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention wants to boycott something, 
why not the liquor stores? I would 
have more respect for them if they 
did.

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Fantastic fishing found 
on Virginia Beach piers 
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Continuing on with our fishing ar- 
ticle ftom last week, Virginia Beach 
has four fishing piers: 
■ Little Island Fishing Picr- 
Sandbridge. 
April 
through Oc- 
tober big 
bl uef ish 
along with 
other chop- 
pers that 
come close to 
the Atlantic 
Ocean shore- 
line. 

■ SeaGuU 
Fishing Pier - 
Southern-

nel. Mid- 
^"■~~"^"^~" June is the 
best time to 
catch the big- 
gest gray trout as well as a cobia of 40 
pounds or more. 

This is one of the country's most 
unusual piers and extends 600 feet 
into the middle of Chesapeake Bay. 
Legendary numbers of striped bass 
(locally known as rockfish) show 
around the crossings four artificial 
islands each October to well into 
December. 

■ Lynnhaven Fishing Pier - 2350 
Starfish Rd. off Shore Drive. Resort 
strip side of the Lynnhaven Inlet 
Bridge on Shore Drive. Look for spot 
and croaker early in season, also 
flounder, speckled trout and puppy 
drum fish. 

■Virginia Beach Fishing Pier. 15th 
Street and Oceanfront - Only pier 
along the resent strip and extends 700 
feet into the ocean. Access to drum, 
channel bass and even bluefish. Open 
from April through October. 

There's another kind of fishing in 
Virginia Beach that I would like to 
mention and that is pond fishing made 
possible by fish farmers. Yes, you 
heard me right, fish fanners. 

It seems in 1992 three different 
faimCTsbuiltponds and installed aera- 
tors in the center of the ponds to keep 
the water oxygenated. They stocked 
them with tiny, fmgerling fish not 
more than two inches long that grows 
into a hybrid stripped bass (4,000 to 
5,000 fingerlings to an acre pmid). 

These fingerlings are fed commer- 
cial feed purchased fixMn the same 
dealer.who furnished them chicken 
and other animal feed. The farmers 
toss this feed on the surface of the 
ponds twice a day. The waters of the 
ponds are tested regularly, making 
sure there is enough oxygen to keep a 
large peculation of fish alive. 



Instead of the typical worries regu- 
lar farmers mighthave, these farmers 
have to contend with battling great 
blue herons, osprey and even river 
otters — all liking to feed on the tasty 
stripped bass. 

Customers of many local restau- 
rants who serve the stripped bass and 
channel catfish also enjoy the fish 
raised by these fish farmers. Since 
hybrid fish aren't capable of breed- 
ing on their own, the ponds must be 
restocked, making sure no grown 
stripped bass is left behind as he 
would devour the new crop of finger- 
ling fish. 

This pr^tice, called "aquaculture," 
is a profitable alternative to tradi- 
tional farming. Most fishing ponds 
do not charge admission nor do you 
need a license to fish. You pay per 
your catch — by the pound. 

Whether casting from shore, pier 
or boat, anyone liking to fish will find 
a fishing place in Virginia Beach. 
From the rivers, to the Chesapeake 
Bay , into the Atlantic Ocean, whether 
for sport or food, fishing is an excit- 
ing, rewarding and entertaining ex- 
perience.

No fishing license is required to 
fish in salt water from Cape Henry 
south to the North Carolina line which 
includes Rudee Inlet, on head boats 
or chatter boats or fishing piers un- 
less you are fishing for a citation fish 
then a license will be required. 

Neither do you need a license when 
fishing from your own property. A 
license is required for all anglers age 
16 and older to fish in the Chesa- 
peake Bay. A license is also needed 
for resident anglers 16 and older for 
all freshwater fishing. 

Licenses are valid for the calendar 
year Jan. 1 through Dec. 31 and cost 
$ 12.50 for fresh water, $7.50 for salt 
water. Non-residents can purchase a 
five-day license for $6 fresh water 
and $5.50 salt water.

HacfCDye: Outstanding service to others

Alanton resident John W. Dye learned the 
importance of responsibility at an early age. 
An Eagle Scout, he volunteered for service 
during the Vietnam War and has always 
tried to "do right" by his fellow man. 

For the last 21 years a desire to help 
others has kept him working countless hours 
for the Virginia Beach Rescue Squad — the 
nation's largest such all-volunteer 
organization. 

"I joined in 1976 and haven't been off the 
roster since," he beamed. 

Dye. or simply "Jack" to friends, has 
another reason to smile these days. At last 
month's Tidewater Emergency Medical 
Services Council annual picnic, he was 
presented the Outstanding Field Provider. 
Basic Life Support Award. 

Known for his exceptional skills and 
unending energy. Dye has trained many 
emergency medical technicians (EMT) 
while never missing a shift. 

"I just enjoy helping people and doing 
something nice," he explained. "The day 
isn't over until I've done one nice thing for 
someone." 

A certified EMT instructor and captain of 
the EMT Competition Team since 1977, 
Dye said the key to success is surrounding 
oneself with "people who are better than 
you are." 

Dye's long tenure with the Virginia Beach 
Rescue Squad began in 1975, when he 
signed up for a first aid course at the old 
20th and Arctic station. 

"I remember the 'old white book' (Gaining 
manual) and the people in all white 
scurrying down the stairs when the buzzer 
went off," he remembered. 

Intrigued by those uniformed EMTs on the 
go to help others. Dye knew he'd found his 
volunteer calling. 

"And. as they say on television, 'The rest 
is history.'" he added. 

Working from Station 14, the busiest in 
the city and handling about one-third of 
Virginia Beach's EMS calls, Dye Comes on 
duty at 1800 hours (6 p.m.) each Monday. 
The first job is an equipment check, making 
sure everything from the pulse oxymeters to 
defribillators arc accounted for and working. 
"Even the red lights and sirens" he joked. 
A thorough sweeping and decontaminating 
of the ambulance is next, followed by a 
well-earned dinner. 

Then they'll play the "waiting game," 
anticipating one of the 9,000 emergency 
calls Station 14 responds to annually. "Bed" 
is a sleeping bag on the floor. Slumber 
could be interrupted at any time when the 
buzzer sounds. 

"Of course," Dye admitted, "it's not easy 
to function well the next day." 

After 21 years of this, he's still not tired of 
it. 

"I love it, and it's even better when you 
get the occasional thank you," he noted. 

As Southeastern Virginia regional sales 
manager for Guardian Fire and Safety 
Equipment, it's a busy life that often calls 
for travel. But Dye thrives on the pressure. 

"It's complicated trying to cram 
everything into one day, but I've always 
been happiest when I'm busy and helping 
others," he said. 

A member of the Tidewater Corvair Club 
and former board member for the Alanton 
Civic League, Dye served four years in 
Army ROTC at the University of New 
Hampshire. 

With a forestry degree in hand, he entered 
the Army Corps of Engineers in 1963 as a 
second lieutenant. Dye graduated ft-om 
Engineer Officers Basic Course, Airborne 
School and Ranger School, earning top 
secret crypto clearance. His military career 
culminated as company commander of 225 
officers in Vietnam. He was twice awarded 
the Army Commendation Medal fa 
Outstanding Service Achievement.

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Young gardeners grow green thumbs

Erin's going to name it 
"Velvceta." And if it's a boy she 
might take Melissa Barstow's 
advice and call it "Velvis." 

Another may be named "Old 
Grandpa." 

Perhaps Tiffany's will be called 
"Cousin It." 

No, these aren't the names of 
Aiture babies, at least not human 
babies. 

These are the names of baby 
cacti. 

Last Thursday at Great Neck 
Recreation Center, four girls 
learned about the cactus first- 
hand from recreation specialist 
Melissa Barstow. 

Barstow and fellow worker 
Allen Harrison teach Junior 
Gardeners, an on-going 
horticultural program which 
teaches children aged 6 to 13 
how to plant, tend and harvest a 
garden each Tuesday and 
Thursday this summer starting at 
9 a.m. for about an hour to an 
hour and a half. 

Great Neck Recreation Center 
added the Horticultural Center 
last summer. 

The objective for Thursday's 
lesson was to repot a cactus and 
to plant a Joshua tree. But Hrst 
the children learned more about 
succulents, since this is the 
category to which cacti belong. 

A cactus may hold water for up 
to a year, said Barstow. They 
shrink up and develop very 
pronounced ridges in times of 
drought. When it rains, they 
absorb the water and fatten up 
like sponges. 

It is best to water a cactus once 
a month, noted Barstow. 

"Once a month?" asked 11- 
year-old Erin Gordon 
incredulously. "That's why it's 
called low-maintenance," added 
Barstow. 

"I like that," said Erin with a 
relieved smile.

Barstow asked the children 
what kinds of characteristics 
cacti have. The children 
responded by describing what 
some of the cacti looked like. 

"One is short and looks like it 
has a spider web all over it," said 
Erin referring to the small fuzzy 
cactus that 9-year-old Tiffany 
Wright would later pick to repot. 

"This one looks like it has 
whiskers," continued Erin picking 
up another type of cactus with 
wispy spines. 

Sister Katie Gordon, 9, joined 
in the discussion. "It looks like a 
cabbage," she said pointing to a 
very small, remarkably cabbage- 
like cactus. Katie finally decided 
on a particular cactus for her 
own. 

"I like the one with a bad hair 



day," she stated holding up a 
rather disheveled spiky-haired 
cactus. 

After each one took the cactus 
of their choice, the girls carefully 
grabbed their cactus with a piece 
of folded paper and repotted it 
into a smaller terra cotta pot. The 
reason for repotting is that cacti 
like to grow in smaller pots, 
mentioned Barstow. 

Into each tiny pot, the children 
shoveled a sandy soil mixture 
just right for succulents. 

As the children continued to 
scoop and plant, Barstow told the 
children that some cacti, like the 
Saguaro, bear fruit. The Saguaro 
bears fruit that looks a lot like 
watermelon, said Barstow 
reading from Barbara Bash's 
book "Desert Giant." 



This type of cactus may grow 
to be 50 to 80 feet high. 

"Whoa, that's a big cactus," 
said Erin emphatically. 

The Saguaro may live to be 
150 years old. "Older than us," 
noted Tiffany. 

After learning more about the 
cactus, the children went outside 
on the volleyball court to gather 
sand to add to the soil mixture 
already in their pots. 

On top of this sandy mixture 
and around the little cactus the 
children put marbles and rocks to 
provide enough weight to keep 
the cactus in the pot. 

Once the plants were officially 
transplanted, the children got a 
chance to plant a Joshua tree 
seed as well. 

The Joshua tree is related to a 



cactus and is like & Yucca plant. 

In 1874, the Joshua tree was 
named by Mormon pioneers ffx 
its resemblance to the Biblical 
Joshua with arms outstretched to 
Heaven. It has since been called 
the ageless symbol of the 
Mohave desert, noted Barstow. 

The Joshua tree grows some 4-6 
feet tall in a ten year span, said 
Barstow. "Can you commit that 
long with a seed?, " asked 
Barstow. 

After filling the bottom of 
another terra cotta pot with 
pottery shards to fill the hole in 
the bottom, each child received a 
seed that resembled a piece of 
coal, Eventually the growing tree 
could be transplanted outside to 
grow. 

Next week the children would 
be growing avocados to make 
guacamole. Other tentative 
events for the summer include 
making a birdhouse, pressing 
flowers, picking blueberries in 
Pungo, going to Stoney's Market, 
learning about the Venus flytrap, 
and visiting the Botanical 
Gardens. 

Already the children have 
planted a garden filled with mint, 
pumpkins, peppers, basil, and 
tomatoes outside the 
Horticultural Center door. 

Rian Spalding was one of the 
original gardeners on the project. 
She helped plant the basil, noted 
Barstow. 

"We are hoping for a 
Williamsburg-style garden," said 
Barstow. , Eventually, Barstow 
would like to make salsa from 
the plants growing in the garden. 



The junior gardeners program is 
free and open to those who have 
a Virginia Beach Parks and 
Recreation Facility Card. Sign 
ups are required for each session. 
Funds are needed for field trips.

Think green for prettier 
yard; use right equipment 



Yard work can be a pleasure 
or a pain, but either way it 
takes time. When it comes to 
cutting the grass, the features 
you choose in a lawnmower 
can make the task easier. 

Grass-cutting equipment 
breaks into two families: walk- 
behind lawnmowers and riding 
mowers. Although there are no 
hard-and-fast rules, consumers 
with more than one-half acre d 
land should consider using a 
rider, balancing the expense d 
the rider against the time it 
would take to complete the job 
with a walk-behind unit 

Depending on horsepowo' 
and blade-width, riding models 
can cut one to two acres in a 
two hour period. 

Ask yourself questions. How 
big is your lawn? Do have to 
cut around trees and shrubs? 
Do you want to bag grass 
clippings? Do you have the 
energy to push a walk-behind 
mower? Do you need a riding 
model that can handle 
attachments, like a garden 
tiller or snow-plow? Make 
notes on your needs before you 
shop. 

For consumers with under 
half an acre to cut, there are 
three basic types of walk- 
behind mowers, including 
gasoline and electric-powered 
rotary models and reel mowers. 

Reel mowers have multiple 
blades, which cut the grass 
with a scissoring action, 
providing a manicured lock. 
Reel mowers are the kind used 



by golf courses and are 
available with or without 
engines. 

Most walk-behind 
lawnmowers have rotary 
blades, which cut the grass 
with a sideways, circular 
action. 

Electric models usually 
operate with a two-wire outdoor 
electric cord. They are useful 
for small lawns which extend 
up to about 100 feet from an 
outdoor outlet. Electric mowers 
require minimum maintenance. 
They are quieter and generally 
weigh less than gas-engine 
mowers. 

Larger lawns and yards with 
many trees and shrubs require a 
gasoline-powered mower. 
Models with solid-stale ignition 
eliminate tune-ups. And for 
additional ease of 
maintenance, look for a mower 
with a disposable, automotive- 
type air filter and an oil 
dipstick to accurately measure 
the oil level. 

Other riding mower features 
to look for include: variable 
speeds or several forward 
gears, clutch-free shifting, as 
small a turning radius as

participation that all 
communities be treated fairly. 
Council requested more 
information on procedures that 
would be used by the Alliance. 

Cant said that the goals are 
straight forward, that the Alliance 
is interested in recruiting the 
kinds of companies that will 
improve the tax base and close 
the gap between the average 
income in this region and the 
national average. 

He said that a five-year 
operating and marketing plan will 
be developed this summer and 
that every municipality will have 
an ample and fair opportunity to 
compete for business. 

That Alliance, he said, "will 
not shortlist" any municipalities. 

The visit of the prospect, the 
real estate tour, the meeting with 
business people, all will be done 
with the cooperation of the 
various directors.

Dominion production weaves 
'Godspell' with updated drama

Stephen Schwartz's "God- 
spell" was controversial when 
it appeared on Broadway in the 
1970s. 

"Bla^hemous!" said some. 

In telling the parables from 
the book of Matthew. Jesus 
wore a Superman shirt and 
everything was contemporary. 

So flexible is the author's 
philosophy that he personally 
authorized the Dominion 
Theater to update things even 
further; to include "Staying 
Alive" and a delightful 
imitation of Forrest Gump by 
Jesus, who is played movingly 
by Matt Caplan. 

In this version, Jesus wears 
casual 1990s dress, but the 17- 
year-old Caplan (who seems 10 
years older) overcomes this 
"limitation" with his dramatic 
skills. 

Upon entering the theater, 
located in The Founders Inn 
ffiid Conference Center, one is 
struck by the set, a wsa 
ravaged church in Bosnia. 

Look hard and you'll even 
see bullet holes. But the 
macalHV quickly gives way to 



a lighthearted first act with 10 
musical numbers, imaginative 
costumes and props (including 
puppets and a clever baptismal 
scene), a soft-shoe tap routine 
and the hit song, "Day by 
Day." 

The second act wi^ eight 
songs is far more serious, 
building to a stirring climax 
that I shall not reveal. But it 
must have been scary for 
Caplan to do at first. 

Despite his youth. Caplan 
has a long resume. 

A recent graduate of the 
Governor's School for the Arts, 
he played Tom Sawyer in "Big 
River" at Dominion, won a 
Port Folio Award as 
"Newcomer of the Year" in 
1994 and has acted for the 
Commonwealth Musical Stage 
and the Generic Theater d 
Ncvfcrik. 

The marvelous mpptxting 
players are multi-talented, 
being called upon to sing and 
dance and to play multiple 
characters, animals, and even 
prc^. 

These demanding chcHes 
were handled with aplomb t^ 
Mikki Acedo Black, Rodd W.

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Sandbridge beachgoers at odds with bulkhead

saying ihat they're hazardous," 
Roehrs said. "And the public 
that uses that beach includes a 
population that's not aware of 
how forceful the ocean can 
become." 

Sandbridge has become a 
popular tourist destination and 
many of the beachfront houses 
are rented to vacationers during 
the summer. 

City officials notified 
property owners in late June 
that they must repair or remove 
their bulkheads by Aug. 1. An 
earlier attempt to force 
property owners to repair «■ 
replace the bulkheads was 
struck down in June, 19% 
when a circuit court judge 
ruled it unconstitutional. 

The problem, according to 
the court ruling, was that there 
was no adequate appeal 
process, but city council 



adopted an appeal process last 
August. 

The bulkheads aren't the only 
snag that city officials have hit 
in their attempt to renourish 
Sandbridge Beach. City coun- 
cil is also contemplating con- 
demning 15 of 242 beachfront 
properties to gain public case- 
ments to the beach. 

Guidelines require sufficient 
public interest before federal 
funds can be used to pay fcr 
the sand. All but 15 property 
owners agreed to grant public 
easements to the oceanfront 
across their property. 

Beach access near the seven 
failed bulkheads are also 
closed again this year. 
Sandbridge property owners 
erected bulkheads to protect 
beachfront homes when a 
series of northeasters struck the 
beach in the 1980s, but several 
were severely damaged during 



the Halloween storm in 1991. 

Others failed during the 
stormy winter of 1994, and city 
officials decided that 43 
bulkheads were a public hazard 
after a study in early 1995. 

This decision was supported 
by the Virginia Marine 
Resources Commission, and 31 
of the 43 property owners 
repaired or removed their 
bulkheads after being notified 
by the city to do so. 

Since then, five others 
complied, but the circuit court 
held with the two North End 
property owners who 
complained that the appeal 
process was inadequate. 

This time, city officials seem 
to feel that they've adopted an 
appeals process that will hold 
water in court. 

This process gives property 
owners 15 days to notify the 
city if they plan to appeal and 
Roehrs said that at least one 



property owner has already 
notified him that he does 
intend to file an appeal, 

"We will honor this request," 
Roehrs said, and if the city's 
position is that they still feel 
the bulkheads are unsafe we'll 
contract to have them 
removed." 

One North End property 
owner, who was enjoying the 
beach in front of his collapsing 
bulkhead on a recent sunny 
day, seemed to agree that the 
bulkhead was a potential 
problem. 

It has been in that condition 
since the Halloween storm, he 
said, and he plans to 
eventually replace it. 

Although it is failing, it still 
helps protect his property from 
the wind and tides and it was 
probably the only reason his 
house remained intact, he 
added. 



'False Cape' Flynn finds nature a friend

The primary purpose of the 
refuge, according to biologist 
John Gallegos, is to serve as a 
feeding station for migratory 
birds. 

During migration, the stress of 
flight causes birds to "burn off 
body fat which weakens them, 
Gallegos explained. Stops to rest 
and feed during migration are a 
necessity for survival, especially 
for birds that must migrate over 
long distances. 

Although the refuge boasts a 
nesting pair of bald eagles, Flynn 
seems most impressed with the 
great blue heron, the largest of 
long-legged, long-necked wading 
birds that call the refuge and park 
home. 

The blue heron, a splendid 
creature with an impressive 
wingspan, preys largely upon fish 

and frogs in wetland 
environments. 

Wading in the shallows and 
sometimes shading the water 
with thfir wings, herons and 
egrets quickly poke their long 
beaks into the water and seize 
their prey before swallowing it 
whole. 

After watching herons 

and egrets feeding in the 
shallows of Back Bay Wildlife 
Refuge and False Cape State 
Park, Flynn was inspired to 
poetry. In a poem that he titled 
"Masquerade," Flynn compares 
an egret fishing with the angel of 
death: 

"Death stands still in time black 
lake. 

A mirrored surface reflects the 
trees, the clouds, the sky and an 
angel in white gown and plumes 
but darkness in her eyes." 

The image of the snowy egret 
reflected in the glass-smooth 
water is unmistakable as well as 
unforgettable. Flynn has a 
unique way of saying things. 

His description of the fishing 
snowy egret continues: 

"With head erect she spreads 
her wings, he shadow cast she 
strikes and plucks a life with 
violent force, then off she flies on 



heavens course, death's 
masquerade leaves no remorse." 

Flynn has the eyes of a 
scientist and the heart of a poet, 
a unique blend. After reading 
Flynn's verse, it is impossible to 
observe a heron or egret feeding 
and not recall the images in his 
poem. 

Back Bay National 
Wildlife Refuge and False Cape 
State Park are not just for the 
birds. Flynn would be the first to 
tell you so. 

The refuge and park offer the 
perfect habitat for scores of other 
creatures as well Flynn's fine 
feathered friends. 

Spotting a pair of river otters, 
Flynn seemed exhilarated at the 
sight. It's hard to believe that a 
grown man could be so 
overwhelmed by these relatively 
small, graceful aquatic 
mammals. But Flynn — 
obviously pleased — explained, 
"It's the first one that I've seen in 
ten years." 

According to John Holland, a 
bio-technician with the Back Bay 
National Wildlife Refuge, river 
otters tend to frequent the ditches 
along the refuge dikes which is 
precisely where False Cape 
Flynn spotted his first river otter. 

Among the most exotic 
mammals in the refuge and park 
are the feral horses who roam and 
graze freely about both the refuge 
and park. Although these 
animals seem out of place in the 
dune and beach habitat, Flynn 
loves these spirited creatures too 
because they stir his poetic 
sentiments: 

"And in the mist wild horses 
stand surprising me in this ocean 
land red seaweed brown dune 
grass they stare me down but let 
me pass." 

According to both Flynn and 
Gallegos, the feral horses can be 
a management problem because 
they graze on the grasses 
intended for migratory waterfowl. 

FlTnn also feels a kind of 
affection for the swamp and 
marsh turtles as well as the 
endangered sea turtles.

"There's something about these 
reptilian creatures that I find 
attractive." He adds, "Perhaps, 
it's their lineage — they are such 
ancient beasts," he says. 

The plight of the endangered 
sea turtles is of great concern to 
Flynn. 

Hiking along the oceanfront 
between Sandbridge and North 
Carolina, he says that he has 
seen too many turtle carcasses. 
That saddens him. 

"There's something in addition 
to natural selection going on out 
there. It's just not natural. 
Something is wrong," Flynn 
contend. 

Refuge bio-technician John 
Holland seems to agree with 
Flynn. 

He contends that a good 
number of sea turtle deaths can 
be attributed to turtles being 



drowned after getting caught in 
nets and by collisions with boats 
and propellers. 

"It's never exactly the same out 
here," emphasizes Flynn. 
"Although I have a good idea of 
what I'm likely to see out here, 
I'm always surprised by 
something," he explains. 

"Today, it was the otters. 
Tomorrow who knows!" he 
exclaims. 

"About the only thing that you 
can count on out here is the 
friendliness of the refuge and 
park rangers. They're extremely 
friendly people," insists Flynn. 

"I'm impressed with their 
eagerness to share their 
knowledge as well as their 
willingness to explain the 
purpose and value of both the 
refuge and the park," he observes.

Beach goes Hollywood

"It puts us on the map with a 
state-of-the-art film studio and all 
the new equipment they are 
going to be able to use," said 
Mayor Meyera Oberndorf last 
week during an open house 
honoring the studio's expansion. 

"It will encourage other high 
technology corporations and 
businesses to put their roots down 
here."

Proud of the facilities along 
with the other studios at Virginia 
Beach, such as the Family 
Channel, she added, "We are 
becoming a notable address." 

President Ted Naughton spoke 
warmly of Virginia Beach, a 
choice he had made because of 
his wife, a native of the resort 
city. 

After a 10-year stint in New 
York City, they chose to return to 
Virginia Beach in 1990 because 
it had become home for them and 
a source of remarkable resources 
and talent, including the many 
local colleges. 

Naughton credited a great deal 
of the studio's success to the 
employees' abilities. 

"We are a creative bunch of 
people," he said. "You either gel 
it and have success or you have 
nothing. There's no number two." 

But besides the importance of 
hiring really good people, he 
added that the financial side of 
the business requires that he be 



an honest person due to the risks 
inherent in the business. 

He has done his best to make 
investing in the studio as 
attractive and safe as possible by 
lowering the costs of production. 

Adding that the work of a 
studio is a craft, Naughton spoke 
proudly of the output of his 
studio. 

"TV shows and movies are not 
mass produced," he said. "They 
are made by hand, one shot at a 
time. People make them, not 
machines." 

Naughton goes through 50 
resumes a week from very 
talented and literate people. 

"The average education is at 
least three years of college," he 
said. "Many have master's 
degrees. College degrees are very 
common." 

Pamela Walters, production 
accountant, explained that the 
company's new series "Ghost 
Stories" will bring movie star Rip 
Torn, the series host, into the 
city. 

"For our city it's pretty 
exciting," she said. "We don't 
have something like this 
anywhere else in Virginia." 

She Hnds the work site with its 
changing scenarios to be very 
exciting with constant changes. 
Indicating one of the sets, she 
bragged of the skill of the 
carpenters and crew members, so 
adept that when an audience 
watches a television show, they 
generally do not realize that they 
are seeing an illusion. 

The company has created jobs 
for many local people. It 
currently employs 80 full-time 
professionals and 70 part-time 
employees. There are plans to 
add more full-time and part-time 
employees. 

"Ghost Stories" is being 
produced in association with All 
American Television and Bristol 
Myers Squibb. 

Employees of the Virginia 
Beach Economic Development 
Department have acted in one of 
the shows of the series, which 
has been described as a sort of 
newer version of "Twilight Zone."

Visitors to the historic 17th- 
century Adam Thoroughgood 
House in Virginia Beach could 
reflect on "Myths, Magic and 
Mirrors" last Saturday. 

The focus of the new thematic 
tour is the legends and mystical 
beliefs that have been part of 
mirror folklore and superstition 
bom ancient times to the present. 

Mirrors or looking glasses have 
performed a variety of functions 
through the ages. Just as their 
reflective surfaces have captured 
the image of mankind so too 
have the images that rebound 
from their plane surfaces 
captured his imagination. 

Jennifer McArdle, historic 
interpreter at the Thoroughgood 
House, observed, "Mirrors have 
always captured the human 
imagination. I think the idea of 
seeing yourself reflected has led 
to a lot of legends and myths 
about mirrors." 

Ancient man, it is said, 
believed that mirror image to be 
his soul and that the soul could 
exist separate from the body 
without involving death. Water 
spirits were imagined to haunt 
the waters, and the danger in 
viewing the image of one's soul 
was that a water demon might 
also see it and seize it, dragging 
it below and leaving its owner to 
perish. 

"Of course, the first minors 
would have been pools of waters 
that people looked into and saw 
their reflection," McArdle 
speculated. "And we have the

Narcissus myth where he gazed 
into the water and was so 
enraptured by his reflected 
image," she added. 

In the course of time, the man- 
made mirror inherited the 
mystical powers formerly 
attributed to natural bodies of 
water as well as to vessels 
containing water that were used 
for catoptromancy or minor 
divinination. This ancient art was 
performed by seers who dipped 
polished metal mirrors into 
vessels of water. 

According to Eric Maple 
in "The Illustrated Encyclopedia 
of Mythology, Religion and the 
Unknown." these seers claimed 
to be able to determine whether a 
sick person would live or die 
based upon the disfigurement (x 
clear definition of his reflected 
image 

These first mirrors used by the 
Egyptians and later by both the 
Greeks and Romans were all 
metal — usually bronze or silver 
— with a highly polished 
reflective surface. 

These scryers, as they were 
called, had an influential social 
role. Kings, queens and emperors 
who were apprehensive about the 
future as well as commonplace 
folk who were troubled by 
domestic problems often turned 
to these scryers for a glimpse of 
the future. 

Dr. John Dee, known as "Queen 
Elizabeth's Merlin," was probably 
the most eminent of the English 
mirror seers. Through the use of a 
highly polished obsidian stone. 
Dee "discovered" the Gunpowder 
Plot of 1605. according to 
English tradition. 

Looking into the future had its 
down side, of course. It could be

a risky business, according to 
McArdle. 

"Around the 6th century B.C., 
the Greeks began using bowls of 
water for divination and looking 
in to foretell the future," she 
noted. 

"If this bowl was dropped and 
broken," McArdle continued, 
"that meant that your future was 
so bleak that the gods didn't want 
you to get a glimpse of it." 

McArdle speculated that the 
concept that breaking a mirror is 
bad luck might be traced to this 
practice of divination using a 
bowl of water. 

"When the Romans started 
doing this, they called this bowl 
of water a moratorium which is 
where we get the word mirror," 
McArdle noted. 

"The Roman idea was that a 
person's health would go in 
seven-year cycles," she said. 
"And that's where the seven years 
of bad luck from breaking the 
mirror comes in here," she added. 

The fu^t glass mirrors appeared 
in Venice at the start of the 
thirteenth century where mercury 
and tin behind glass reflected an 
image superior to any metal 
minor. Initially, those fine 
mirrors of Venetian glass were 
extremely expensive. 

A good Venetian looking glass 
would have cost the equivalent of 
several hundred dollars. By the 
beginning of the 17th century, 
looking glass mirrors were far 
more reasonably priced. 

In "Reflections: 17th-century 
Looking Glass." Margaret 
Vaughn credits Sir Robert 
Mansell with making the first 
English minors. 

In the 17th-century, it was 
customary to place a bowl of 
water with a knife in it near the 
entrance door. 

McArdle said, "This would 
keep away evil spirits because 
the demon — or whatever — 
would come in and see his 
reflection in the bowl." And then, 
at least in theory, "See the knife 
in it and think that it was sticking 
in him so he'd be scared and he'd 
run away," McArdle explained. 

Although there are not that 
many mirrors in the old 
Thoroughgood place, the ones 
that they have are special. 
McArdle says. "They are all kind 
of spooky looking." She added, 
"They're old." 

"There are a lot of myths about 
gazing at yourself in the minor," 
McArdle says. "These myths 
seem to have an underlying truth 
to them," she asserts. "There is 
something odd about staring at 
yourself in the mirror," McArdle 
adds. 

Frequently. when minors 



appeared in medieval art, the 
devil somehow was a part of the 
scene. Often a person represented 
as gazing into a mirror in a 
medieval drawing had the Devil 
looking over his or her shoulder. 
Interpreter McArdle had a few

sample drawings. One of the 
drawings depicted a minor being 
used to cheat at cards while 
another showed the Devil 
reflected in a woman's visage. 
"Minors just seem to have a lot 
of evil connotations however 
they're being used," observed 
McArdle. 

"Whenever I look into the 
mirrors upstairs (in the 
Thoroughgood House), there's 
always this feeling [of not being 
sure whether] someone is going 
to be looking back over yotu 
shoulder." 

McArdle laughed nervously. 
"There's an eerie feeling to it that 
persists, I think, even into our 
twentieth century. Even though 
we know better," she explained. 

"Then, of course, there's the 
legend, the idea of vampires. 
They don't cast a reflection in the 
mirror. Now, this may be because 
they have no soul," McArdle 
offered an example. 

"The idea was when you look 
into the minor, it captures ca 
reflects the soul of the person 
looking back," she reminds. "No 
soul, no reflection," she 
summarizes. 

In a 17th-century home such as 
the Thoroughgood House, minors 
were used for some of the same 
reasons that they are employed 
today: to make rooms look larger 



and to reflect the outdoors into 
the interior. 

The "Myths, Magic and 
Mirrors" tour is fascinating 
because it examines the origins 
of some of our common 
superstitions regarding mirrors. 

Of course, the "Myths, Magic 
and Minors" tour also includes 
an occasion to visit one of the 
oldest and most unique brick 
homes in the nation as well as an 
opportunity to view a splendid 
collection of 17th- and 18th- 
century English furniture.

Four law graduates from the 
Class of 1997 at Regent 
University School of Law have 
accepted judicial clerkships.

Cape Henry teens 
learn worlds apart 
from American life

What is life like on the other 
side of the globe? 

Thanks to a unique opportunity 
presented by AIU Insurance 
Company of Tokyo and the 
Japanese Ministry of Education, 
Cape Henry Collegiate students 
Emily Medley and Andy Tilhou 
will find out. 

It's not like they don't know 
anything about Japan. They are 
both students in their school's 
Japanese language and culture 
program and developing a good 
vocabulary in the language. Their 
school has several international 
students. 

But there's nothing like 
firsthand experience. 

Tilhou, a junior, is receiving a 
scholarship to visit Princeton 
University for 10 days as part of 
the High School Diplomats 
International Friendship Program. 
There he will be one of 84 
American high school students 
getting to know 84 Japanese high 
school students. 

The teens must be between the 
ages of 16 and 18 and current 
sophomores and juniors with an 
interest in the international field. 
Their days will be spent in groups 
presenting and listening to 
sessions about daily life, 
education, government, and 
schooling in both countries. 

It will be all in English — and 
thus harder for the Japanese 
students. 

"They have to do their whole 
application and interview in 
English," said Medley, who had 
attended the Princeton session 
last year. "It's really an honor fw 
them to go." 

Still, it's also an honor for the 
American students as well. 

Medley, a senior, will go to 
Japan for three weeks this 
summer as the second part of the 
same program. After two days of 

orientation she will have the 
opportunity to tour Osaka, 
Hiroshima, Kyoto, and Nara 
before going for a 10-day 
international session at Kyoto 
University. 

Acceptance into the program is 
not a recognition of the 
teenagers' knowledge of _ Uipir 
new language, but their spirit of 
international cooperation. 

In fact, so few schools in the 
United States offer Japanese that 



skill in the language could not be 
a requirement for American 
students accepted into' the , 
program. 

Japanese has only been offered 
at Cape Henry Collegiate School 
for two years, including a 
successful pilot program in 1995. 

Medley and Tilhou's knowledge 
of the language will help a lot. 
Medley recalled last yeat that 
there were several Americans 
who couldn't deal with their 
roommates because of the 
language barrier. 

"They just could not talk to 
them," she said. 

Although Japanese students 
leam English in school, many are 
very timid and do not feel 
comfortable speaking it to 
Americans, whom they often lend 
to regard as loud and outspoken. 

Medley has made many friends 
with the Japanese students she 
met and carries on a postcard 
correspondence with several. 

Both she and Tilhou had 
already had some international 
experiences, a plus for which the 
program planners were apparently 
looking. There were questions on 
the application about ability to 
get along with people from other 
cultures. 

Before her session at Princeton, 
Medley's main interaction with 
foreigners revolved around a 
three week time in 1993 when 
some Russians stayed with her 
family. 

"They did not know English," 
she said. "We learned Russian 
really quickly." 

Each summer the AIU 
Insurance Company of Tokyo and 
the Japanese Ministry of 
Education sponsor the program as 
a ten day cultural exchange 
program at Princeton for 
American and Japanese.

month by Roger Newill. former 
member and chairman of the 
Resort Area Advisory 
Commission (RAAC). the city's 
suggested funding was $75,000. 

Of that $30,000 was to be used 
to pay $10,000 each to three 
firms selected from firms 
responding to requests fix- 
proposals (RFPs) as "good faith" 
money to bring in more defined 
proposals. 

The payments, a new approach 
for the city, were questioned by 
council at the time. 

An incentive for the city's 



participation in what will be a 
private enterprise is the 
knowledge of what could go on 
16 acres of land at the south end 
of the Sandbridge residential 
community which are zoned B-4 
(80 hotel units by right, 120 with 
a conditional use permit). 

The Lodge, envisioned as a 
five-star establishment with 100 
two-room suites would cater to 
upper scale clientele interested 
in eco-tourism. 

The privately-owned property is 
the largest piece of virgin 
Atlantic oceanfront served by 



public sewer and water between 
Wrightsville Beach, N.C., and 
Ogunquit, Maine, according to 
RAAC. 

The Lodge would serve as a 
stopping-off point for the Bat «; 
Bay National Wildlife Refuge 
and False Cape Slate Park to iti 
south. 

The proposal so t 

includes a swap of city property 
for private property, the invest 
ment of $15.5 million for con- 
struction of the lodge and $33 
million for the environmental 
education centers in False Cape 
State Park.

McClanan cites 
slack signage 
enforcement here

"Once a city relaxes its 
enforcement (on its sign 
ordinance)," said councilwoman 
Reba McClanan, "it goes 
downhUl." 

And that's where the city is 
now, according to McClanan. 

McClanan was objecting to the 
installation of variable message 
signs given to the city by the 
Virginia Department of 
Transportation. The project will 
Cost $30,000 f6r preliminary 
engineering and $366,000 for 
construction using Congestion 
Mitigation for Air Quality 
program (CMAQ) funds. 

At last 
week's 
meeting 
McClanan said 
that signage in 
the city is 
getting worse 
and the 
variable 
message signs 
are "totally 
inappropriate." 

Several years ago, she 
reminded council, she called a 
group of businessmen along 
General Booth Boulevard 
together to discuss a sign policy 
for that corridor. 

The effort grew to include 
removal of outdated signage at 
the Oceanfront and along the 
Boulevard to project a beautiful, 
anesthetically pleasing city. 

Installing the variable message 
signs, she said, is a totally 
backward action. 

"These signs are ugly and don't 
belong in a resort which should 
be aesthetic." 

She said the city has gone 
totally astray on the sign business

and is getting lax on the sign 
ordinance. She said she was 
"disgusted (the ordinance 
accepting the signs and and 
appropriating the funds) was 
brought to us in the first place." 

McClanan however, received 
only one vote, from 
councilwoman Nancy Parker, in 
objection to the ordinance which 
passed. The support was based on 
safety and air quality standards. 

The signs, which would be 
directed from the Second 
Precinct at the resort, wwld 
help motorists determine how to 
get there from here most easily, 
reducing long waits in traffic 
which befoul the environment. 

City Manager Jim Spore said 
that the signs would be installed 
permanently in a tasteful manner 
on Laskin Road, Birdneck Road 
and General Booth Boulevard, 
but on the perimeter of the resort 
area. He also said that the city 
has not relaxed its enforcement 
on signs. 

Mayor Meyera Oberndorf said 
that she did not disagree with 
McClanan on the in 
appropriateness of some signs. 
She cited the trucks emblazoned 
with signs and parked in areas 
advertising businesses, to 
circumvent the sign ordinance. 

In a letter to council, 
McClanan said that many 
citizens, including herself, are 
very upset over the "new 
approach" which has occurred in 
the city that "indicates that it is 
acceptable to put all kinds of 
signs on every pole, and where 
there is not room on a pole, 
added more poles." 

"To spend millions of dollars to 
beautify the resort area and 
destroy that with these hideous 
things is unforgivable," she said.

Oceanfront ready for upscale hotel

Nearly a decade after Virginia 
Beach City Council OK'ed an 
upscale oceanfront hotel at the 
foot of Laskin Road, the idea is 



finally coming to fhiition. 

If all goes according to plan, a 
new hotel, park and parking 
facility could be ready in time for 
the 1999 tourist season. 

"The nice part about this as we 



look at the proposals is, number 
one, it puts the property back on 
the tax rolls. It creates 150 to 300 
new jobs; it puts the hotel on an 
upscale, and, that should have an 
impact on more upscale 
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development to incur," said Don 
Maxwell, director of the Virginia 
Beach Department of Economic 
Development. 

The 1.3-acre parcel is referred 
to as the 31 St Street property and 
was purchased for $3.5 million in 
the late 1980s by the Virginia 
Beach Development Authority. 

The idea. Maxwell explained, 
was always to create a second 
"gateway" to the beach. When 
the authority bought the land, 
Virginia Beach supplied a loan 
and therefore still owns the dc>:i! 
of trust on the land. 

At that time, however, the 
economy had started to shift an 1 
development and financing wi r 
shaky. As a result, the projen 
was put on hold. 

Since then the Resort Aua 
Concept Plan (RACP) has been 
adopted by city council. 

The RACP calls for 
"substantial development" at the 
northern end of the resort suip 
while still adhering to a clean.

Incomparable Howlin' 
Henry influenced many

"Let's keep the Big Boys 
honest!", was the battle cry of 
former Virginia Lt. Governor 
Henry Howell. 

Howell was a real hon^ to 
goodness populist, a breed of cat 
almost unknown in contemp(Hary 
Virginia politics. Howell passed 
away this week leaving behind 
many memories, but no 
successor. 

Henry Howell took on the 
state's business and govmt- 
mental hierarchy throughout his 
public career. He was an 
excellent orator who challenged 
insurance and utility rate 
increases. Howell took part in 
lawsuits that eventually ended 
Virginia's poll tax and helped 
bring about the concept of one 
man — one v(He. 

In a state where organized 
labor is looked on with suspicion 
at best and contempt at worst by 
the monied interests, Howell 
championed the cause of labor 
unions even though Virginia was 
one of the first states to enact 
"right to woik" laws. 

In a state where it pays for a 
politician to have the adjectives 
"courtly" and "patrician" 
attached to his name, Henry 
Howell had a rip-roaring give- 
'em-hell style that earned him 
the nickname "Howlin' Henry." 
While Howell's populist politics 
made enemies in the ranks of 
corporate and conservative 
Virginia, his stands made him 
beloved with many African- 
Americans, blue collar workers 
and liberals. 

Unfortunately for Howell, this 
coalition was not sU'ong enough 
to propel him into the goyexnot's 
office. Howell said that he was 
"blackballed by the Kiwanis and 
Rotarians." 

During the 1950s Howell 
opetAy of^josed Virginia's official 
policy of Massive Resistance to 
racial integration of public 
schools. Howell led the fight to 
reopen Norfolk's schools, which 
had been closed to fight 
integration. 

Howell was able to get elected 
when Ll Gov. Sergeant Reynolds 
passed away unexpectedly in 
1971. Howell had previously lost 
t race for govauor in 1969 when 
conservative forces in the 
Democratic party rallied to 
defeat him in a primary election. 
Howell aid he wcMild su^iort the 
Democratic nominee, but told his 



supporters that they were "free 
spirits" and could vote any way 
they wanted to. The result was 
the fvst Republican governor in 
Virginia history. 

After becoming Lt. Gov. of 
Virginia, Howell went for the top 
prize again in 1973. He ran as an 
independent, only to lose to Mills 
Godwin who ran as a Republican 
and enjoyed the support of 
conservative Democrats who 
would not support Howell's 
populism. He tried again in 1977, 
only to lose again. Howell fought 
the power and tost 

The populism of Henry Howell 
had no expression at the ballot 
box in most of the 20th century. 
The so-called "Byrd Machine" 
founded by Harry Byrd Sr. in the 
1920s was able to control 
Virginia politics into the modem 
era. Howell's attempts to crack 
the system re-aligned Virginia 
politics. Many of the members of 
the "Byrd Machine" simply left a 
Democratic Party they saw more 
aligned with Howell and they 
became Republicans. 

However Howell was never 
able to carry the Democrats over 
to the side of populism. Chuck 
Robb's ascension to the 
governor's office was based on 
the Democrats having the ability 
to maintain their political base 
while bringing in some 
conservative voters. That was a 
winning formula in Virginia and 
one that Howell was either 
unable to recognize or unable to 
accommodate. 

Howell has left a rich legi^y in 
his wake, however. Two of his 
early supporters have shaped 
Virginia politics throughout the 
last two decades. Paul Goldman 
went on to become Chairman (tf 
the Virginia Democratic Party 
and helped mastermind the 
victory of L. E>ouglas Wilder in 
1989. Larry Sabato is one o{ 
America's foremost political 
analysts and a leading authority 
on Virginia political hisUsty. Both 
are Howell alumni. 

Apart from Goldman and 
Sabato are thousands of others 
who came of political age under 
the influence of Howlin' Hovy. 
And when the day comes when 
Virginia swears in a govonw 
with the oratorical flair ct 
Howlin' Henry, a governor who 
just wants to "keep the big boys 
honest," well then you'll know 
that somewhere Henry Ifowell 
will be wearing a grin as wide as 
the Janes Riv^.

Postal Service delivers grief

You gotta hand it to the U.S. 
Postal Service: Neither rain, ncM- 
snow, nor the dark of night keeps 
our intrepid mail monopoly bom 
trying to crush Federal Express 
and United Parcel Service 
(UPS). 

Think about it: The Postal 
Service is an agency of the 
executive branch of the federal 
government that spent some $232 
million in 1996 trying to 
convince us that its two-or-three- 
day express-mail service is just 
as gooid as FedEx and UPS's 
overnight service. The latest 
gimmick from the $60 billion a 
year (estimated 1996 revenues) 
agency is to lobby Congress to 
give it a freer hand to jack up 
first-class and other mail rates, 
producing additional money it 
could use to subsidize its other 
operations. 

The scam is simple: If the 
Postal Service can fatten its 
coffers from its first-class mail 
monopoly, the additional funds 
would enable it to lower its 
"express delivery" prices and 
unctercut the competition. 

Remember, the Postal Service 
has a monopoly on first-class 
mail. You and 1 pay whatever it 
decides to charge because we 
have no place else to turn (heck, 
I'm old enough to remember the 
5-cent stamp!). The Postal 
Service's "other" operations, on 
the other hand, must compete 
with private com|»nies, each of 
which must pay its own way, 
every day, in a very competitive 
environment 

As a free-market conservative, 



I have a philosophical objection 
to a governmental monopoly 
even being allowed to "compete" 
with private companies, it is 
inherently unfair competition. But 
the "unfair" becomes "unsavory" 
when the express intention of this 
quasi-govemment monopoly is to 
put the private companies out of 
business and throw their 
employees into the unem- 
ployment line — which is 
exactly what the Postal Service 
has in mind. 

American 
companies should 
not have to 
compete against 
their own 
government — 
especially when 
that same 
governmental 
awards itself all 
the advantages. 

When Postmaster General 
Marvin Runyon appeared before 
the House subcommittee on the 
Postal Service last year, he 
actually bragged about his 
agency running some small 
delivery companies out of 
business. 

The Postal Service's chief 
operating officer, William 
Henderson, has been even more 
candid. 'Two-day Priority Mail is 
gold waiting to be mined," he 
was r^ently qiu)ted as saying. "If 



we could make it two days, we 
could drive everyone out of 
business." 

If you don't get die picture yet, 
listen to Postal Service 
marketing manager Dave 
Shinnebarger, who told the 
National Postal Forum a year ago 
that "I really believe I was put on 
this earth to help UPS have 
financial difficulties. I think 
that's my mission."

When it rained the water would get 
ankle de^ and the poor soldiers who 
were stiU living in tents would get 
flooded out All of Uieir equipment 
and clothing would just float away. 
The snakes — and sometimes alliga- 
tors — resented the intrusion and 
made their presence known from time 
to time, which scared the hell out of 
the soldiers from up north. 

National Guard units from New 
York and New jCTsey comprised the 
trainees, and they hated Georgia and 
Camp Stewart as well. The feeling 
was mutual as far as my cousin. 
Barton, was concerned. He hated 
Yankees. He said tiiey talked funny 
and were smart alecks. 

Hardly a day passed when some of 
the "Yankee boys" would make the 
comment that "Georgia is die cess- 
pod of the wwld," to whichmycousin 
would retort, "It should be a cess- 
pool.

Now the word "waste" is not ex- 
acdy die word that he used, but it's as 
close as my editor would allow me to 
come. 

I was reminded of those days so 
long ago when I read about New 
Yoric sending their garbage to Vir- 
ginia.

SEVAMP was 
designated as the Area Agency on 
Aging (AAA) for the original Vir- 
ginia Planning District 20 by the Vir- 
ginia Office for the Aging in 1973. 
For better understanding and to be 
easier to locate, SEVAMP again 
changed their name and on Feb. 1 
became known as Senior Services of 
Southeastern Virginia (Senior Ser- 
vices). 

As the AAA, Senior Services is 
responsible for planning, adminis- 
trating and providing services for 
older people, either directly or by 
contract with other community ser- 
vice providers. 

Senior Services is governed by a 
board of 26 directors from Chesa- 
peake, Franklin, Norfolk, Ports- 
mouth, Suffolk, Virginia Beach and 
the counties of Isle of Wight and 
Southampton. More than 100 staff 
members are located in the adminis- 
trative office in Norfolk and more 
than 20 service sites throughout the 
area. 

Senior Services receives funds from 
the Virginia General Assembly, the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture, the 
U. S. Department of Labor, the Fed- 
eral Transportation Act, the National 
Corporation for Community Service; 
local governments and the United 
Way. Local support is also given by 
private agencies. 

Senior Services offers a wide vari- 
ety of services that help meet the 
many different needs of families 
across a diverse region — one that is 
both urban and rural. They areamem- 
ber agency of the United Way of 
Southampton Roads and renders most 
of their services without fees, how- 
ever, contributions are encouraged 
and limited nutrition and case man- 
agement services are available on a 
sliding fee-for-service basis.

Tracetj Sanford: !An eye on government

Tracey Sanford just can't get enough of 
government. 

Last year the 27-year-old James Madison 
University student interned on Capitol Hill. 
This year she's learning the workings d 
local government in the Virginia Beach 
City Clerk's Office. 

The rising senior said she wanted to see 
the multifaceted faces of government — 
federal and municipal. She hasn't tackled 
state yet. but who knows what next summer 
could bring? 

"I am the intern, as in capital I-N-T-E-R- 
N, at the city clerk's office," the Green 
Run resident said. "I've seeti how things are 
done at the federal level, and I thought, 
'This national thing is pretty cool. Now let's 
see what it's like at the local level." 

Sanford sent her resum6 to the Mayor's 
Office "and somehow it ended up here with 
Ruth Smith (city clerk)." she smiled 
"Everyone told me it was a good 
opportunity because she's great to work for. 
I thought. 'Why not give it a try?'" 

Sanford admits not knowing the duties dt 
the office when she arrived the first day. 

"I walked in here with no idea about the 
hierarchy of local government. I usually 
focus on international things. I thought that 
if I decided to stay in Virginia Beach after I 
graduated. I'd like to know more about it 
and the issues affecting the area." 

Sanford said there are many people who 
know nothing about the office of the city 
clerk, or they confuse it with court clerks. 
She describes the office as "the record 
keeper of city government. 

"Just about anything from city council or 
whatever comes through here. Anything you 
ever want \o find is here. We have minutes 
dating back to the turn of the century. 
We've got the whole history of Virginia 
Beach, all the way back to Princess Anne 
County, right here." 

Her current duties vary from last 
semester's internship for Pennsylvania 
Congressman Frank Mascara. Hct 
Washington, D.C. experience included 
running errands, typing correspondence and 
answering the phone, among oUier things. 

"It really work out great because the 
people were so nice. like here," she said. 

In Virginia Beach, deputy city clerk Char 
Dolan praises the intern. 

"She does anything and everything we ask 
her to do. God bless ha!" Dolmi smiled. 

This day found Sanford typing results dL 
the 1996 Citizen Survey into a computer for 
safekeeping. And since beginning her 
internship in June, Dolan bragged that 
Sanford hasn't missed a city council 
meeting yet. 

"The knowledge I'm getting now is really 
helping me make choices about what I'd 
like to do when I get out of college. I'm in 
the process of deciding where my life will 
go. It's either going to be government at the 
local level or internationally — one 
extreme or the other." she said. 

On one hand. Sanford would like to travel, 
making international government ideal. 
Then again, she'd also like to lay down 
roots after traveling most of her life as an 
"Army brat" 

"I just hope this will bring be closer to a 
decision about what I want to do with my 
life," she said. "I think I'm very open- 
minded."

She has the energy of an 18 year 
old and made me feel comfortable right 
away when I came in for my interview. And 
she was very interested in my needs.

"We need rain really badly." 
she said. The Swoopes also sell 
produce at their stand "and we 
just started picking tomatoes. 
This has been a funny year." 

This summer's hot weather 
has made the berries sweet, but 
without water they become 
"dry and grainy," agreed 
Juanita Bums. 

She's blessed with a trickle 
irrigation system that pumps 
well water through small rubber 
hoses directly to the plant's 
roots. This system, she said, is 
more efficient than spraying 
"because the water goes right 
to the roots and not into the 
ground." 

Plump ripe blackberries are 
also available for picking right 
now at Pungo Blueberries. 

"The blackberries don't seem 
to have been held back as 
much by the cool weather as 
the blueberries were," Bums 
said. 

Amateur fishermen, or 
those who just like to tell fish 
stories can try their hand at 
catching the catfish that were 
raised in the farm's ponds. 

Eating catfish is taboo to 
some squeamish locals. Bums 
admits, but she hastens to point 
out that the farm-raised variety 
differs from the type of catfish 
that are caught in the wild. 

"Some people around here 
think catfish are no good, but 
they're different if they're 
raised on a farm and grain-fed 
than if they're caught from 
muddy water." she said. 

Both ladies take pride in 
their elephant garlic, a large, 
mild garlic-shaped plant 
"which is really not a garlic but 
a leek," according to Robert 
Bums, Juanita's husband. 




Lodge fesibility study proposed 
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Elephant garlic has been 
grown in Oegon for some time, 
but it's relatively new on the 
East Coast. The Bums say that 
they've had to educate their 
customers on how to use it. 

"You use it in any recipe that 
calls for regular garlic," Bums 
said, "but you use more of it 
because it's milder and 
sweeter." 

Because it's also larger, one 
clove of elephant garlic can be 
substituted for one clove oi 
regular garlic. Because it's so 
mild, it can also be eaten raw 
on sandwiches like an onion, 
and when it's used for cooking 
it should be sliced, not pressed. 

The garlic is a winter crop 
with a nine-month growing 
season, and it's harvested in 
the spring. Right now, the 
Bums are drying the garlic in a 
shed equipped with fans and 
de-humidifiers. Once it's dry, 
it's ready to be cleaned and 



cooked fresh, eaten raw, or 
made into the jellies or 
vinegars which Bums sells at 
her stand. 

Garlic's enjoying a whole 
new popularity because of the 
health beneflts now associated 
with it, Bums added, and she 
adds that chewing a sprig of 
fresh parsley will cure the 
"garlic breath" associated with 
eating it. She recommends 
using it creatively with 
vegetables, sauces, or even 
mashed potatoes. 

"People are using it for all 
kinds of things," she said. "I 
have a recipe for garlic green 
beans, and who would have 
ever thought of eating garlic in 
green beans a few years ago?" 

The blueberry crop should 
last through Labor Day, and 
Back Bay Blueberries also 
offers figs and scuppemong and 
muscadine grapes in late 
summer and early fall.

With the request for funds, city 
manager James K. Spore was 
instructed to bring back an 
agreement that will cover the 
land swap and include a 
provision that if the project is 
successful the private owner 
would repay the $42,500 that is 
being spent by the city for the 
study. 

Maxwell said the Cayuga group 
was selected for the study 
because of the group's 
experience-associates are fiom 
the School of Hotel Management 
of Cornell University which is 
recognized as being among the 
top three schools in hotel 
management in the country. 

Of the 24 similar resorts, the 
firm has been affiliated with 
approximately 90 percent, 
Maxwell said. 

William J. Callnin, managing 
director of the consulting firm, 
said that the firm has 35 years of 
hands-on experience in the field. 

Councilman w.W. Harrison Jr. 
said that if the city has reached 
an agreement with the land 



owner it is ready to move ahead. 

Maxwell said that at this point, 
the two parties have only a 
verbal agrecmnt. When the RFPs 
come in, he said, the city has die 
right of first refusal. 

E. Dean Block. direcU}r (rf 
management, said that when the 
TGIF was set up five years ago, 
it provided that funds could be 
used for studies with council's 
permission. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley 
cautioned that council should 
oversee the funds as it would any 
other money from the Genend 
Fund 

A claim from the promotion

Councilwoman Reba 
McClanan said she was "puzzled 
by the degree of concem over 
(the expenditure of) $42,000" 
when there is no concem 
evidenced over greater 
expenditures.

family theme. 

Things are starting to move 
along, thanks to the efforts of a 
review committee.

Most people take better care 
of their car than they do the 
home they live in.

It can also greatly reduce the 
cost of repairs. They report that 



many home owners end up 
hiring contractors to poform 
major and costly repairs for 
problems that could easily 
have been avoided through 
preventive maintenance. 

Keeping the home in good 
physical condition also 
enhances its financial value as 
an investment. Real estate 
agents agree that well- 
maintained homes sell more 
quickly and at higher prices 
than pooriy maintained ones. 

Where to begin: One of the 
obstacles to regular 
maintenance for many home 
owners is the task of figuring 
out what needs to be done. If 
you have a wet basement or a 
leaky roof, for example, you 
know something needs to be 
done, but there might be 
several alternatives. 

Do you buy an expensive 
waterproofing system or do you 
simply fix the gutters? Do you 
buy a new roof or merely 
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install better chimney flashing? 

Other conditions are not 
always so obvious. Overloaded 
circuits might be slowly 
heating up the wiring and 
building a potential fire hazard. 
Galvanized steel pipes. 
corroded with age, might be 
serviceable today but cause a 
plumbing nightmare just down 
the road. Yet if symptoms such 
as these aren't readily 
appateai, how do you know you 
even have a problem? 

Get professional advice: 
When the list of maintenance 
options becomes confusing, or 
when you don't know where to 
begin, it's time to call in a 
professional home inspector, 
advised Ron Passaro, a 
spokesperson for the home 
inspectors' association. 

Trained and experienced in 
the visual examination and 
evaluation of the condition of a 
home, the inspector can help a 
home owner focus attention on 
the tasks that need to be 
performed in order to bring a 
home into top physical 
condition. 

While examining the attic, 
for example, an inspector 
might detect subtle evidence of 
water penetration through the 
roof Allowing for the age and 
condiuon of the roofing 
material, he would then be 
able to recommend either the 
installation of a new roof ex 
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perhaps some simple flashing 
repairs. In either case, serious 
water damage to the house can 
be avoided. 

Similarly, an inspector's 
recommendation to install a 
power vent in the attic in wder 
to reduce the heat load might 
well double the lifespan of a 
shingle roof. 

If a home has aluminum 
wiring, periodic preventive 
maintenance inspections are 
essential. The condition of wire 
connections at outlets and 
switches must be monitored so 
that corrective measures can 
be taken if necessary. An 
inspector will note plumbing 
leaks and aging water heaters 
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and indicate whether there is a 
need for repair or replacement 
to prevent Mlvat or flooding. 

Impnqxrly graded soil around 
the house, or defective gutters, 
the most common causes of 
water in the basement/cellar, 
would also be marked for 
ccm-ecdon. 

Be realistic: Passaro 
cautions homeowners not to 
attempt to do all the 
maintenance chores 
themselves, especially items 
like electrical ot roof tq) work. 

"Today with our busy 
lifestyles, it is important to be 
realistic about whether one has 
the time, no to mention the 
ability and the tools, to perform 
all the necessary tads." 

ASHI recommends a 
schedule of once every two to 
five years to keep a home in 
good physical c(Hidition.

development authority and city 
council. 

"All of a sudden we've got a 
tremendous opportunity," said 
Mark Wawner, project 
development manager for the 
Virginia Beach Department of 
Economic Development. "Thne's 
a little bit in it for ev^body." 

The park itself would be 
between 42,000 and 72,000 
square feet, dwarfing the 12,^)0- 
square-foot parks at 17th and 24th 
streets. 

It would feature extensive 
landscq)ing with grass, waterfalls 
and creating vistas. 

Maxwell said the fair market 
value of the land is estimated at 
$2.4 million, with the develtqwrs 
IMying approximately $1 million 
additional to develop the it 

The park would be popetually 
maintained by the private 
corporation, saving the city 
$60,000 per year if municipal 
crews attended to it 

An upscale hotel with 
an)roximately 168 rooms would 
share the site, with construction 
starting in February of 1998. 
Completion would be scheduled 
for spsiag of 1999. 

"Right now they have several 
people willing to sign there," said 

Maxwell. "So far, Omni and 
Radisson have expressed very 
high interest They have also had 
some discussions with half a 
dozen or so odier upscale hotels." 

A themed restaurant and fine 
dining establishment are planned 
to wxompaay the hotel. 

In addition, a Dairy Queen ice 
cream store with a public 
restroom would be privately 
maintained on the site, much like 
the 17di Stnei location.

Citizens lose 
war against 
industry

Over objections of nearby 
residents, city council last week 
granted by a 7-3 vote a change of 
zoning to Contractors Paving 
Company from 0-1 office district 
to conditional 1-2 heavy industrial 
district on property in the Bonney 
road area.

Beach production 'shakes up' 
Shakespeare classic 'Macbeth' 



Performances at 
Francis Land House

Over the last three or four 
hundred years, it's difficult to 
imagine any work of literature 
that has been better received ot 
more admired than Shakespeare's 
tragedy "Macbeth." 

Based upon the people and 
events in "Holinshed's Chronicles 
of England, Scotland and 
Ireland," Shakespeare's long 
celebrated play was written with 
the intention that it would 
specifically appeal to King 
James I who had ascended to 
England's throne in May of 1603. 

Shakespeare was well aware of 
the king's fascination with 
witchcraft, belief in the existence 
of supernatural evil as well as his 
view of kingship. 

Very shortly after assuming the 
English throne, James I took 
Shakespeare and his associates, 
the Lord Chamberlain's Servants, 
under his personal patronage. 
Their company name, in fact, 
became the King's Servants, and 
King James often called for their 
so^ices in his court. 

In addition to being an actor, 
playwright and shareholder, 
Shakespeare was also a bus- 
inessman who knew the financial 
advantages that the king's 
political favor held. 

King James, son of James IV of 
Scotland and the daughter of 
Henry VII of England, had a 
legitimate claim to the English 
crown. In Macbeth, no fewer 
than five virtuous characters are 
direct ancestors of James I: 
Duncan, Malcolm, Siward, 
Banquo, and Fleance. 

Writing and staging a new 
play, was time consuming and 
expensive, particularly if it 
wasn't a success. 

Since Shakespeare in- 
corporated King James' political 
views and interests as well as his 
ancestors in "Macbeth," it was 
no coincidence that the king 
enjoyed it. 

Over the past 400 years, 
countless others have delighted 
in Macbeth as well. And that's 
no coincidence either. 

It has elements of the 
supernatural: witches and ghosts. 
It has murder most foul. But 
even more basically, it has two 
of the most vile scoundrels in all 
of literature. 

That is the fundamental reason 
for the play's enduring success. It 
is essentially a study of evil.

Shakespearean tragedy, directed 
by Jefferson Lindquist, has all the 
key ingredients: the supernatural, 
murder and evil. 

First, the witches were 
wonderful. They did their very 
best to live up to Bishop 
Bancroft's hideous description of 
witches in 1603 and Gilford's 
account of their activities in 
1597. 

Bancroft characterized a witch 
as "an old weather-beaten 
crone.. .hollow-eyed, untoothed, 
furrowed on her face, having her 
lips trembling with the palsy..." 

The three witches in this 
production must have had 
Gifford's stock description of a 
witch's business in mind: "that 
worketh by the devil, or by some 
devilish art. ..hurting or 
healing. ..revealing things 
secret.-,.Tor foretelling things to 
come, which the devil hath 
devised to entangle men's souls 
withal to damnation." 

The second key, the plot, 
involves multiple murders. 

Kindly King Duncan was slain 
while he slept, the noble Banquo 
(Macbeth's friend and comrade) 
was murdered by Macbeth's 
henchmen, and die cruel murder 
of innocents was executed at 
Macbeth's command.

Had Macbeth's orders been 
carried out as he directed, there 
would have been more murders. 

Finally, two of the most 
contemptible villains in all of 
literature run amuck in this 
compelling tragedy. 

Macbeth, portrayed by Jason 
Stiles, and Lady Macbeth, 
poru^yed by Natasha Bunnell, 
are convincing as the tragic 
couple. 

Lady Macbeth knows her 
husband's ambitious thoughts. He 
wants to be king but balks at 
resorting to murder to achieve his 
goal. His wife. Lady Macbeth, 
pushes him to murder his king 
and helps him blame the murder 
on Duncan's grooms. 

Macbeth pretends to murder die 
grooms because of his grief over 
Duncan's assassination. After 
the initial murder, Macbeth 
needs little support from his wife 
to encourage him to have his 
friends and their families 
murd^ed. Macbeth will stop at 
nothing to retain his crown. 

Both he and Lady Macbeth 
recognize that because Macbeth 
is king that there is little 
likelihood that anyone can ever 
call them to account for their evil 
deeds. 

But there are other elements at 
work that finally bring Macbeth 
and his lady to justice. Lady 
Macbeth's role in Duncan's 
murder drives her to insanity 
which ultimately leads lo her 
suicide. 

With soldiers surrounding his 
castle, Macbeth too thinks of 
killing himself. Macbeth is 
finally slain by Macduff who 
seeks to avenge the murder of his 
wife and children. Macduff cuts 
off Macbeth's head and carries it 
held aloft. 

The evil traitor and his 
depraved wife are dead, and 
natural order is on the way to 
being restored in Scotland. 
Malcolm, Duncan's son, replaces 
Macbeth on the throne, and 
Scotland returns to a state of 
normalcy under its rightful king. 
And everyone, who has survived 
the murder and mayhem, lives 
hi^^ly ever after. 

Summer Shakes' production of

might expect when this time- 
honored classic is staged — 
witches, murder, and villainy. All 
Uiat is expected is delivered.

Farmer's Market rises from 
ashes with gala re-opening 



Rebuilt Virginia Beacii landmarii is 
back and, some say, better than ever

You can't keep a good market 
down — not when it's ready to 
rise from the ashes. 

There were plenty of folks to 
help the Virginia Beach Farmer's 
Market do just that Saturday 
when the city landmark proved it 
could bounce back from the worst 
of tragedies. 

After an August fire claimed 
much of the 21-year-old structure 
on Dam Neck Road, the new 
facility is better than ever. 

For merchants used to sweating 
it out in unconditioned shops, 
central air will make for cool 
summers.

With hardly a parking space 
available, shoppers perused fresh 
produce Saturday, partook 
performances by county bands 
and dance groups, and supped on 
succulent watermelon provided 
free for the occasion. 



Even Mayor Meyera Obemdorf, 
in lieu of a ribbon cutting, held a 
"grand watermelon cutting" 
under the newly-constructed 
Agricultural Pavilion. 

"It was a lot of work in a very 
short amount of time," said 
acting market superintendent 
George Denice. 

"The contractor basically 
finished yesterday, and 
essentially all work is completed 
except for the sprinkler system. 
It's just good to see the rebirth of 
the market." 

The re-opening at its present 
site came as a relief to 
supporters. Historically, the 
market had its beginnings as the 
Norfolk City Market House 
constructed during the late 17th- 
century and relocated several 
times since. It has been at the 
present site since 1976. But talk 
of relocating it again after the 
blaze worried merchants and 
loyal customers. 

"We were worried that there 
wasn't enough support to 
maintain the market here," said 
Bert Gourley, running the Hare 
Farm stand.

Students who attend Virginia 
Beach public schools may be 
enjoying a lazy summer, but the 
men and women who keep their 
schools in working order are not. 

Some 186 year-round personnel 
and 10 to 15 summer staff are 
working from early morning into 
the afternoon to keep the city's 
school facilities in good working 
order. 

"Everything does fall apart at 
one time or another. You can 
take that to the bank. What our 
function is, is to try to repair it ot 
bring it back up to good operating 
condition," said Fran Foster, 
assistant director of school plant 
maintenance. 

The people of whom she speaks 
are hardly seen at the plant on 
the comer of Witchduck Road 
and Cleveland Street. 

They're at work by 7:30 a.m., 
then quickly off to the various 



school buildings where projects 
are in progress. Many of these 
jobs must be done when school is 
not in session and students are 
out of buildings. 

Those doing the work range in 
skills from helper to craftsman. 
They staff six shops, which 
include carpentry, general 
maintenance, audiovisual repair, 
electrical, HVAC (heating, 
ventilation, air conditioning) and 
plumbing. Their goal is to keep 
the buildings, furnishings, 
utilities and equipment working 
well so that instruction can go on 
unhindered. 

They are responsible for 
efficiently and economically 
maintaining 83 buildings and 367 
portable classrooms serving 
75,316 students. 

"If we can not repair it, we 
have to get somebody outside the 
school division. We pride 
ourselves in being able to 
maintain the school division. The 
expertise here, the people that 
are on staff here, are truly 
professionals in their own right — 
whether they're the roofers or the

Recycling an idea: 
curbside collection 
returns to city 

Program kicks off; 
bins distributed 
ttirougti October

Thanks to the city's new 
curbside plan unveiled Friday, 
recycling will again be 
performed at home by residents 
of single-family homes using 
95-gaIlon, city-delivered 
recycling carts. Townhouse 
residents will use smaller 18- 
gallon bins. 

Sending old newspapers, 
cardboard, bottles and other re- 
usable materials to a new use 
couldn't be easier. 

And it's all due to the 
partnership of the city's Waste 
Management Division of the 
Public Works Department with 
Tidewater Fibre Corporation. 

"The curbside recycling 
program will be in total effect 
by Oct. 31," said Mayor 
Meyera Obemdtorf. "Citizens of 
Virginia Beach have the 
potential to recycle 43,000 tons 
a year." 

She |»edicted that the use of 
the new recycling carts and 
bins could r^uce the amount 
of regular garbage needing 
disposal, thus saving money for 
the city and its taxpayers. 

"Every ton of recyclable 
material that is diverted to this 
use is one ton less that we will 



be charged for disposing," she 
said. 

Beginning this week and 
running through Oct. 31, the 
city will be delivering 1,300 
recycling containers a day on a 
neighborhood to neighborhood 
basis throughout the city. 

The recycling containers will 
be picked up once every other 
week on residents' regular 
waste collection day. The 
recycling program is open to 
anyone with city-provided 
garbage service. 

The city will continue to 
offer 22 drop-off recycling 
centers and paper collection 
sites at schools throughout the 
city for diose who live in multi- 
family complexes. 

Special guests showed up 
from the Pendleton Child 
Service Center to participate in 
the ceremonies siarounding the 
recycling kick-off. Each child 
had brought a piece of 
recyclable trash to put in the 
cart after showing CMiandraf 
the posters they had made 
about recycling. Some YisA won 
medals for their posters. 

Joseph Alesna. a 13-year-old, 
explained. "The more we 
recycle, the more we can save 
trees," he said. 

E«;h year, the typical family 
throws out an average c^ 
13,000 pieces of paper, 1,800 
plastic items, 500 aluminum 
cans and 500 glass bottles.

Don't be a summer statistic 

Hampton Roads is once again feeling the 
pain of a family's loss after the drowning last 
week of a young boy off Ocean View beach. 
The youth's death followed several weeks of 
boating, jet ski and other water- related 
tragedies that have affected the community. 

Summer time is when water safety needs to 
be emphasized. The local chapters of the 
American Red Cross offer training that may 
help prevent further tragedies in our region. 

Statistics released by the Childhood Injury 
Prevention Program at MCV Hospitals state 
that 193 children and adolescents drowned in 
Virginia between Jan. 1. 1989 and Dec. 31, 
1995. Another 36 drowned last year, most in 
the sum*mer months. 

To that end. this summer the Red Cross' 
theme is "Save A Life Summer." The local 
chapters are getting the word out that they 
offer classes that help people prevent, 
prepare for and reispond to emergencies. 
Courses in swimming, CPR, first aid and 
lifesavlng are available. 

The Red Cross also offers these tips to help 
families "Save a Life" this summer: 

■ Learn CPR, especially is you own a pool or 
live near the water. Valuable lifesaving 
seconds are lost by having to wait for EMS 
personnel to arrive and administer CPR. Four 
to six minutes without oxygen can cause 
irreversible brain damage or death. 

■ Enroll children in water safety courses or 
the Learn to Swim program. A Community 
Water Safety Manual can be purchased at the 
Red Cross. 

■ Never leave small children unattended 
around any body of water. Small children 
often don't think of water as dangerous and 
are very curious. 

■ Never swim in unprotected areas of the 
beach. Stay within the designated swimming 
area and within visibility of a lifeguard. 

■ Know your limits and stay within them. 
Don't try to keep up with a stronger, skilled 
swimmer or encourage others to keep up with 
you. 

■ Avoid drinking alcoholic beverages, 
especially if you plan to engage in 
recreational water activities such as 
swimming, boating or Jet skiing.

surfing in those days. And, while I 

regard that first automobile with a 

cotain fondness, I can't honestly say 

that it could compete favorably with 

even the most basic automobiles of 

today. 

Automobiles havecomealong way 
in comparison with the cars of the 
1950s. 

First of all, today's engines are 
superior in almost every way. 

The modem engine is more effi- 
cient; it squeezes out more miles per 
gallon than most folks dreamed pos- 
sible in the '50s and '60s. Thel600cc 
engine in my Toyota Corolla takes 
me about 33 miles on a gallon of gas, 
whereas the 235 ci engine in the ol' 
Chevy only carriedmeabout 12miles 
on a gallon of fuel. That's an incred- 
ible difference. 
Today's engines are more durable; 



engine life-expectancy is much 
greater. With routine oil changes and 
basic maintenance, it's not unreason- 
able to expect to drive a Toyota Co- 
rolla in excess of 200,000 miles. In 
contrast an old Chevy engine 1 ike the 
one in my '51 wagon might need 
piston rings at 60.000. 

When my father gave me the old 
Chevy,it had 112,000 miles on itand 
was on its second engine. I drove it 
for another 12,000 miles before re- 
placing it with a sleek, "new" 1953 
Chevy Belairtwo-doorsedan in 1966. 

Of course, the modem engines are 
less-poUuting than the powerplants 
of the 50s and '60s. PCV valves were 
the first step in reducing air pollution. 
Crankcase exhaust gases were recir- 
culated to reduce emissions. 

In the old Chevy crankcase, fumes 
were vented into the air. Of course, 
reducing and eliminating lead in gaso- 
line and requiring catalytic convert- 
ers have fiuther reduced hydrocar- 
bon emissions. 

Solid state, high-energy ignition 
systems contribute to improving en- 
gine efficiency and reliability. 
Today's ignition systems have made 
the phrase "tune up" obsokte. 

The ignition system in the contem- 
porary Toyota (as well as nearly all 
otho" makes) is virtually maintenance 
free; howevw, the. ignition system 
(points and condenser) in the Chevy 
needed periodicadjustmentand regu- 
lar replacement. 

In addition to the improvement in 
engine service life, efflciency and 
reliability, automobiles are much 
safer than the models of the ' 50s and 
' 60s. Seat belts, air bags and anti- 
lock brakes in the modem Toyota 
make it considerably safer than either 
the old woody or the Belair. 

The woody didn'teven have a dual 
(tandem) master brake cylinder. If 
the single cylinder failed, the emer- 



gency brake was the driver's only 
hope. 

Of course, the old Chevies didn't 
have %at belts, let alone airbags. 
Brakes on the old dinosaurs would 
often lock up, sending the beast into 
a sideways skid. 

Bigger, brighter turn signal lights 
and hazard warning flashers arc fea- 
tures that are taken for granted in 
these times. 

Although the old station wagon 
had headlights and a rear running 
light, it had neither turn signals nor 
warning flashers. 

A third consideration is body de- 
sign and corrosion resistance. While 
the Toyota is more aerodynamic than 
the old Chevy, it also better resists 
rust and other corrosion. 

I have yet to detecta spotof ruston 
the Toyota. On the other hand, the 
dow panels and wheel wells of the 
Chevy wagon were so badly rusted 
out that a friend of mine cut his leg on 
one of the ru.stcd-out fenders. 

Another improve feature is the au- 
tomobile upholstery. Most fabric 
used in contemporary automobiles is 
extremely durable. As a matter of 
fact seat covers, a item once in great 
demand, are almost a thing of the 
past 

The demand has dropped dramati- 
cally. In the '50s and "60s, seat 
covers were needed to covered twn 
and frayed upholstery on automobile 
seats. After a few years, the fabric on 
the seats would crack, split or tear. 

Clearly, there is no comparison 
between the automobile of today and 
those chariots of the '50s and '60s 
Today's automobiles are more effi- 
cient, safer and durable than those of 
the somewhat distant past 

While its great to wax nostalgic 
about the vehicles of yesterday, I 
much rather drive a Toyota any day. 



Changing 'cUmate,' double meaning

President Clinton's Environ- 
mental Protection Agency 
recently kicked off its national 
campaign in Boston to "convince 
the American people that the 
climate change problem is real 
and imminent" 

The EPA gives the impression 
that nearly any natural 
catastrophe can be attributed to 
global warming. The agency has 
predicted that global warming 
will increase extreme rainfalls 
and, thus, promote more flooding. 

If floods don't result as 
predicted, the EPA insists that 
severe droughts will occur. That's 
right, global warming supposedly 
means drier and wetter weather. 

Nastier hurricanes will thrash 
those living along the seaboards. 
Global warming will also cause 
more intense blizzards — yes, 
blizzards. No section of the globe 
will be afforded sanctuary from 
nature's fury, unleashed by 
human hands. 

Species tottering on the edge of 
extinction and unable to adapt to 
rapidly changing climates will be 
given the final push, we are told. 
Global warming will also 
increase the spread of infectious 
disease, bringing diseases siKh 
as malaria back from near 
extinction in the United States — 
«xording to the EPA. 

Environmentalist activists say 
economic prosperity has come at 
the detriment of our planet's 
health. Emissions caused Cram 
burning fossil fuels are creating a 
runaway greenhouse effect, they 
explain. 

Climatologists, however, do not 



agree on the existence or the 
importance of human-influenced 
global warming, which discounts 
any claims of increased natural 
disaster. Nevertheless, the heat is 
on — at least in Washington. 

President Clinton remains 
convinced that something must 
be done. Addressing the United 
Nations, he reaffirmed America's 
commitment to a binding 
agreement that cuts emissicms of 
greenhouse gases, but stopped 
short of detailing the amount of 
CO2 we would have to cut 
Europeans are calling on 
Americans to stem their use of 
fossil fuels by more than 30 
percent, but even these 
reductions would hardly impact 
the total amount of industrial 
CO2 emissions. 

While the U.S. accounts for 22 
percent of carbon emissions 
today, developing countries — 
who are not required to make any 
reductions under the current 
treaty will be responsible for 75 
percent by 2040. 

That goal may be beyond 
America's reach, however. To 
achieve such reductions in CO2 
emissions, the economy would 
have to be drastically 
restructured and the American 
lifestyle f(»ever alt»ed. 

Although the administration has 
remained silent on the price tag, 
some clues do exist According to 
the Department of Eno'gy's 
Argonne Laboratory, electrkity 
[mces will have to increase by 50 
percent, while coal prices will 
more than double. Natural gas 
mi fuel oil prices will inctease 
by 70 to 80 percent 



The nation has experienced 
energy price shocks before. 
During the oil crisis of the mid- 
1970s, the National Oceanic aod 
Atmospheric Administration 
(NOAA) found higher electricity 
prices caused the elderly poor to 
shut off their air conditioners. 
Many ultimately succumbed to 
the heat 

Far from rare, heat waves kill 
nearly 400 people annually, more 
than any other natural disaster. 
According to a recent article in 
the New England Journal of 
Medicine, the most important 
factor in preventing such deaths 
is access to air conditioning. In 
fact, the EPA found that air 
conditioning saved 3,500 lives 
from 1964 to 1988. 

Ironically, higher energy prices 
from greenhouse gas regidation 
will make it more difficult to 
protect Americans from the 
summer heat 

While proponents of the global 
warming theory have good 
intentions, they have given little 
thought to the unintended 
consequences of their actions. 

Fortunately, time is on the side 
of science. Climatologists will 
not have any real answers about 
climate change for decades. 
Prudence dictates k^ping a cool 
head until all the evi^nce is in.

Scarifaro. is once again appealing to 
Allen "as a man and as a believo-, in 
the name of a natural law based on the 
ekmal values of mankind, the first 
among them the respect for life." 

O'DeU had no "respect for life" 
when he brutally murdered Helen 
Schertner of Virginia Beach in 1985. 
The question that needs to be asked is 
of all the hundreds of men on death 
row: Why is all this attention being 
given to an insignificant killa- like 
Joseph Roger O'Dell III? 

The only explanation I can think of 
is that he might be of Catholic per- 
suasion, and if he is. he cotainly 
wasn't taught anything about "re- 
spect for life." 

O'Dell had no 
"respect for life" 
when he brutally 
murdered Helen 
Schertner. 



O'Dell has had appeai after s^peal 
up to the U.S. Supreme Court. Only 
Allen could now stop the execution 
(scheduled for July 23). Allen has 
said that the evidence against O'Dell 
is overwhelming. 

O'Dell has had his chances. He 
was bee firom a 99-year suspended 
sentence for attacking and raping a 
Florida woman when he was charged 
and convicted of the rape, sodomy 
andbrutal murderof Helen Schertn^. 
I suppose those in Italy hope for an- 
oUier 99-year suspended sentence, 
but that is not likely with Allen, who 
believes he is guilty. 

When I fust wrote about this case 
last January, I a«!keH whv the Italian 
officials and the P(q)e didn't focus 
their attention to the death penalties 
that have been pronounced on inno- 
cent men. women and chikiren in 
places like Peru, Rwanda, Tanzania, 
Nairobi and other countries around 
the world. 

Granted they might not all be 
Catholic, but thiat should not matter. 
They are truly innocent O'DeU is 
not acccH-ding to the courts. 

In his appeal to Allen, Scarfaro 
asked the govemo' to "understand 
the motives why it is necessary for 
me to join my voice with those of 
many otho' citizens of my country." 

We understand, Mr. Scarfaro. Now 
let justice be done.

Sharon Bowers wasn't one of those little 
girls who liked to line up her dolls and play 
teacher. 

"Actually, I was more like one of those 
little girls who cut up the dolls!" she 
grinned. 

Bowers' penchant to see how things 
worked — doll autopsies and all — were an 
early indictor to her future in science. Today 
she's an award-winning teacher at Kemps 
Landing Magnet School, where she helps 
young minds unlock the mysteries to her 
favorite subject. 

A biology major in college, Bowere' 
initial interest was genetics. As a safety net, 
though, she took education classes "almost 
as a backup." Eventually, she discovered 
she didn't want to be a genetic researcher. 

"Counting little micro-millidrops and 
things in a lab wasn't what I was interested 
in. I liked the people part of it and wanted 
to interact with them. That's when I thought 
maybe genetic counseling, which means 
working with families who are considering 
having children but have a genetic disorder 
in their background. Or, they may be having 
a baby with a genetic disorder and we 
connect them with agencies to help case 
the burden — kind of the person between 
the doctor and the patient," she said. 
But the pull toward teaching was stronger. 
"I wanted to see what it was like, and I 
kind of got hooked." 
She admits the first year wasn't easy. 
"It was kind of tough teaching eighth 
graders who were mostly bigger than I was. 
Then it became almost a challenge to make 
them enjoy things and get them to like 
school," she said. 

Bowers is very much her father's 
daughter, having developed the same 
fascination for science and the outdoors as 
Dad. 

"He used to make every walk that you 
would take into a science experiment. You 
would hunt for stones and push through the 
leaves. He gave me this joy of wanting to 
be a learner. When I found students not 
having this joy, it became a real challenge 
for me to bring this sense of wonder to 
them." 

Bowers' innovation in the classroom 
recently earned her a state-level honor from 
the National Science Foundation's 1997 
Presidential Awards Program for Excellence 
in Mathematics and Teaching. She was one 
of six science teachers selected from 
Virginia. 

State winners are chosen based on their 
outstanding performance in the classroom, 
as well as their continuing contributions to 
science education. 

An 18- year veteran of the classroom. 
Bowers credits her unit plan integrating art 
and science with capturing the judges' 
attention. 

"Art and science actually have a lot in 
common," she noted. 

Teaming with an art teacher at Old 
Donation Center for the Gifted and 
Talented, Bowers' seventh grade science 
students learned not only about light 
reflection, refraction and color, but how 
light and color trigger emotion using art as 
an example. Photography and a trip to the 
Virginia Marine Science Museum were 
combined, resulting in a slide show from 
their experience. 

"It was fun for us to work so closely 
together. It was fun for us as teachers to see 
how my science students approached the 
same lessons that I did with her art students. 
You would really see some of the left-brain/ 
right-brain work going on," she said. 

Bowers' application packet to the 
Presidential Awards Program has now been 
forwarded to the national selection 
committee. It will select one secondary 
science winner from each state for the 
Presidential Award. Results will be 
announced in the fall, with the winner 
receiving a $7,500 grant from the National 
Science Foundation. 

In the meantime, she's not resting on her 
laurels. 
Bowers is already prepared for the 




upcoming year's innovative studies using 
similar integration. She also teaches 
continuing education classes for the 
University of Virginia and is active in Phi 
Delta Kappa. She is an author and reviewer 
for Harcourt Brace Publishers, specializing 
in science textbooks.

HVAC mechanics, electricians or 
the people who repair audio 
visual equipment. 

"You name it, we repair just 
about everything. We don't have 
to sit around like Maytag 
repairmen," Foster said. 

The plant gets between 35,000 
to 40,000 requests for services 
from the schools every year. 
Workers have assigned zones and 
travel them in one of 100 
vehicles stocked with commonly- 
needed parts. 

This summer workers are

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roofs to reroof, surfaces to be 
resurfaced, HVAC units to 
replace, security lights and gates 
and locks to install and/or 
service. 

And the list goes on. 

Craftman Terry Skidmore is 
constructing computer lab 
stations for one school. The large 
piece is custom-made to suit the 
need. Building such a piece, 
rather than ordering, means 
savings to the school district. 

At Pembroke Meadows 
Elementary, craftsman Mike 
Martin and helper Fred Beneze, 
one of four glass crews from the 
General Maintenance 
Department, are in Uie process of 
replacing 4()0 windows.

We can get 
more done,"said Martin. 

Beneze added, "This is the 
time of year to do something if 
it's going to be disruptive."

"We come in, change 
the window, clean up and go 
inside and clean up." 

For security, he said whatever 
windows they are working on 
must be finished the same day 
The windows are being replaced 
because the plexiglass, used fcs' 
student safety, becomes cloudy 
and cracked with age. While 
replacing the glass they clean out 
the old seals and replace them. 

Martin and Beneze do other 
jobs such as hanging mirrors, 
repairing showcases and 
marquees, and replacing flag 
pole ropes and clips. They are

Crops as spotty as the rain

For the motorist driving east- 
bound across the Pungo Ferry 
Bridge, it's easy to get distracted 
by the lush green field com 
growing in the low area along the 
riverbanks. 

But a few hundred yards away, 
on Princess Anne Road's high 
sandy ridge the yellow, stunted 
corn droops in the hot afternoon 
sun. 

That's the picture all across 
Virginia Beach's farm belt, 
according to farmers and 
agriculture Extension agents. 

While everyone agrees that it's 
been dry all over, the drought's 
hit harder, and the effects have 
been more devastating in some 
parts of the city than in others. 

This year's drought, in general, 
isn't as severe here as it is in the 
cities and counties to the west, 
according to Extension agent 
Randy Jackson. 

"I'd say the crop, in general, 
looks fair," he said. "We're in 
much better shape than the areas 
west of here. I was over in 
Suffolk recently and it's just 
terrible over there." 

But the recent afternoon 
showers have been spotty, and 
they've bypassed some fields 
completely. In other places, 
especially along the sandy Pungo 
Ridge, the soil's just too well- 
drained to retain much moisture 
in this dry heat. 

The good drainage, which is 
usually a boon to area farmers, 
has been a real bust this year. 

"It's been dry for the last couple 
of months, and the ditches are 
bone-dry," said landowner Billy 
Chaplain, who leases his Back 
Bay and Pleasant Ridge land to 
grain farmers. 

"The farmers are suffering, but 
we've gotten a couple of good 
rains on my fields. Other places 
haven't gotten any." 

Most of the recent showers, 
Jackson continued, "have come 
up from northeastern North 
Carolina, and fallen on Creeds 
and Blackwater, which is where 
most of the farming is." 

The field corn, Jackson 
continued, has already poll- 



inated, so it's past the critical 
point and additional rainfall isn't 
likely to help this year's crop 
very much. Soybeans, a later 
crop, "can tolerate a good deal of 
dry weather." 

Still, Jackson concedes, "it 
hasn't been an ideal year." Many 
produce farmers in the area 
irrigate, but most grain farmers 
can't afford to because of the low 
profit nature of this business. 
"And most years around here we 
don't run into droughts, usually 
the problem is too much water". 

Some grain farmers do use 
water contfol structures which act 
like retention ponds to catch run- 
off during wet seasons,then allow 
the farmer to return the water to 
the field when it's dry. But even 
they don't help much when it gets 
this dry "because although they 
help moisten the soil a little, the 
moisture doesn't move far into 
the fields." 

And while some areas have 
received some rain, the rainfall's 
been too spotty, too infrequent, 
and has fallen too hard and too 
fast to soak the soil. 

"It's starting to thunder outside 
my window right now, it looks 
like we might get something. But 
the problem is, the rain usually 
comes too hard and fast," 
Jackson said. 

Further east on Gum Bridge 
Road, Juanita Swoope stops 
picking bluebenies long enough 
to glance up at the overcast 
skies. 

"I hear thunder," she said, "but 
I won't believe that it's going to 
rain until I actually feel a drop." 

Swoope's produce and 
blueberry farm hasn't been 
blessed with the rain some fields 
have, and she said her sweet 
corn's suffering for it. 

"First it didn't come up, and we 
had to re-plant it, then it really 
didn't come up like it ^hould. It's 
still not ready, it's late this year, 
and we just started picking 
tomatoes." 

Still. "We're dry but not as dry 
as Pungo Ridge," her husband, 
Tony, said. 

He added that "we got some 
rain two weeks ago, and if we'd 



gotten one and one-half inches 
this week we'd have been in good 
shape, but we didn't get a drq)." 
They've also been plagued by 
bugs in their corn, which they 
speculate may be due to dry 
weather. 

Backyard gardeners are also 
suffering from dry weather, but 
the real problem here is that they 
tend to overreact during a 
drought, Jackson said. 

"People tend to overwater," he 
said. "Let your plants tell you 
when they need water. It's normal 
for them to wilt in the heat of the 
day, but if they're still wilted in 
there early morning, that's a 
problem." 

Most garden plants need about 
one-and-one-half inches of wafer 
per week, Jackson continued, and 
the best time to water "is early in 
the morning, about 5 a.m. if 
possible." But many plants are 
tougher and more drought- 
resistant than you think they are, 
and many established perennials 
need little or no watering. Even 
azaleas, with their shallow root 



systems, can usually survive if 
they're in the shade. 

Herb gardeners will be relieved 
to hear that dry weather and heat 
stress can actually be good fw 
some herbs, according to Linda 
Xenakis, owner of Linda's 
Garden. She, like Jackson, 
cautions against overwatering. 

"Let your rosemary get stressed 
out as much as possible," she 
said, "because that brings out the 
oils in the plant. And when you 
do water, water only the ground 
under it, don't get the water on 
the leaves." 

The dry weather's had its 
upside for the Swoopes, too. This 
year's blueberries are large, 
sweet and much more abundant 
than last year's crop which 
suffered from too much rain, high 
winds and standing water from 
wind tides. They're also picking 
plenty of peppers and eggplants 
and their com, while only fair, 
seems to be doing better than the 
field corn "which really looks 
terrible along here," Juanita said.

Beach's Grace Sherwood topic ofWilliamsburg drama

Grace Sherwood, who was 
convicted of witchcraft in 
Princess Anne County Court in 
1706, is back in court again 
charged with the same crime. 

This time, however, the Witch 
of Pungo goes to trial in the 
Capitol in Colonial Williamsburg 
as part of an evening program 
called "Cry Witch." 

The dramatization incorporates 
historic facts and personages into 
an early 18th-century trial before 
the Royal Governor of Virginia. A 
competent cast from Colonial 
Williamsburg portrays some of 
the actual historic figures 
involved in Grace Sherwood's 
original Princess Anne County 
trial.

when belief in witchcraft and 
superstition were accepted and 
promoted by many. 

Rather, it is an intense and 
sometimes emotional 
examination d witchcraft's 
significance in an individual 
context and it's general impact 
on society in the 16th and 17th 
centuries in England and colonial 
America. 

No one dabbled in the "black 
arts" for their own pleasure or the 
amusement of their neighbors. 
Being accused of witchcraft was 
a very serious matter; it was the 
kind of attention that no one 
wanted whether they resided in 
Salem, Mass. or Tidewater. 

Simply put, witchcraft was a 
capital offense in those days. 

The trial begins when the 
sheriff calls the court to order. 

"All rise," he orders. 

Everyone in the packed 
courtroom rises. His excellency 
the royal governor enters the 
courtroom, greets the attorney 
general and William Byrd, and 
takes his proper seat. 

"O yea! O yea! Order in the 
court!" says the sheriff after 
striking the courtroom floor three 
times with a heavy wooden staff. 

Satisfied that he has everyone's 
attention, the sheriff continues, 
"This court is now in session. His 
excellency the royal governor is 
presiding," he adds. 

Her hands in manacles, the 
accused witch, Sherwood, is 
brought forth. Wearing a simple 
dress, a tattered apron, and a 
plain bonnet, the Witch of Pungo 
listens silently as the attorney 
general reads the bill of 
indictment. 

There is a look of defiance on 
her face. She is not amused.

Sherwood has no attorney 
representing her. She states that 
she will represent herself. 

The first witness, Luke Hill, is 
called to testify against Grace. 

"Will you be sworn?" asks the 
sheriff? 

"I will," replies Hill. 

"Do you swear that the 
testimony that you will give will 
be the truth, the whole truth and 
nothing but the truth, so help you 
God?" demands the sheriff. 

"I swear it!" answers Hill who 
is holding the Bible. 

Hill swears that Grace 
Sherwood has bewitched his 
cotton, his cows and even his 
wife. He testifies that Grace 
warned him to "mind his own 
business" or he would suffer 
"grievous hurt." 

He goes on to testify that "the 
very next morning" his pregnant 
wife, Elizabeth, began suffering 
agonizing abdominal pain which 
ended in a miscarriage. 

Luke blames the death of his 
unborn son on Sherwood's 
witchcraft. 



The accused is visibly upset. 

His excellency informs Grace 
that, under English law, she has 
the right to question her accusers. 

Sherwood declines saying, 
"There is nothing that I could ask 
this man to which he would give 
a truthful answer." 

Hill is upset by Sherwood's 
assault upon his veracity. 

"Liar!" the accused shouts. 

"Witch!" retorts Luke Hill. 

"Order! Order!" demands the 
sheriff. He moves to restrain Hill 
who has taken a step toward 
Sherwood. 



The attorney general 

informs the governor that his 
second witness is Elizabeth Hill. 

"Bring in the next witness," 
orders the sheriff. Mistress Hill is 
sworn in the very same manner 
as her husband. 

Elizabeth Hill claims that 
Grace Sherwood bewitched her 
and caused the deatik of her 
unborn baby. She testifies that 
she probably was in her sixth 
month at the time of her 
miscarriage. 

She attributed her severe 
stomach pain to Sherwood's 
practice of witchcraft. 

"I have never before 
experienced such pain," 
grimaced Mistress Hill. 

Mistress Hill testified that she 
attacked Sherwood because she 
knew Grace was causing her 
pain. According to Mistress Hill's 
testimony, her pain stopped as 
soon as she struck Grace. 

Mistress Hill's testimony 
becomes intense as well as 
emotional before she concludes 
her statement. 

The royal governor reminds 
Sherwood that she has the right

to question the witnesses against 
her. 

Sherwood responds by saying 
that her accuser is suffering 
emotionally because she has lost 
a child. Grace says that she is 
sympathetic but denies any 
responsibility. The tension 
increases and the courtroom is in 
disorder as Sherwood attacks 
Mistress Hill. 

After order is restored, the 
governor orders that Grace be 
brought before the bench where 
he reprimands her saying, "Any

claims with their insurance 
company, but time makes it 
harder to prove the damage 
was done by the hail. It is 
important that they have the 
estimate done professionally by 
someone who knows what to 
look for, such as damaged and 
dented shingles and holes.
